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Diving is getting safer! That is the un- 
derlying message of a recently pub- 
lished report by the University of Rhode 
Island’s National Underwater Accident 
Data Center. This latest study spans a 
period of nine years from 1970 to 1978, 
and shows a distinct reverse in the num- 
ber of fatal dive accidents among sport 
divers in America. 

On page six of this 40 page, fact-filled 
study, the annual fatality figures for 
sport divers run as follows: 

1970 — 110 divers 


1971 — 112 divers 
1972 — 119 divers 
1973 — 125 divers 
1974 — 144 divers 
1975 — 131 divers 
1976 — 147 divers 
1977 — 102 divers 
1978 — 116 divers 


According to this statistical report the 
number of fatal dive accidents was on a 
steady increase until 1976, when the 
accident curve peaked and started 
downward. The latest year to be meas- 
ured (1978) shows that sport diving 
safety is back to pre-1972 figures. 

This latest report is indeed good news 
for the dive industry: It has greatly re- 
lieved the worries and anxieties of this 
country’s diving leaders. Spiraling acci- 
dent statistics during the first half of the 
1970's caused increasing pressure from 
both the news media and politicians in- 
tent on saddling sport diving with re- 
strictive legislation. With the hounds of 
bureaucracy scratching and snarling at 
diving’s doorstep, many leaders within 
the industry felt the sport might be 
doomed by legislative regulations and 
red tape. No wonder U.R.I.’s latest re- 
port is greeted with cheers and relief. 

The big question now is why have the 
dive accident statistics begun to recede 
like the outgoing tide? What exactly are 
we doing right? What specifically turned 
the dive accidents on a downward trend? 
Needless to say, this will be a difficult 
question to answer and may remain an 
unsolved mystery for several years to 
come. There are of Course a number of 
theories, each with its own group of en- 
thusiastic Supporters. 
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Some mathematicians might say that 
the sport of diving has merely leveled off 
to its own line of statistical normalcy. In 
other words the numbers have stabilized 
and the sport is merely experiencing the 
usual cycle of peaks and valleys found in 
any statistical study. The annual number 
of sport diving accidents could very pos- 
sibly continue to fluctuate between 100 
and 150 year after year. The statitician’s 
conclusion would be that divers could 
probably do very little to significantly 
change or improve these annual statis- 
tics, because they are related directly to 
the base number of people actively en- 
gaged in sport diving across the U.S. 

Some analysts might point toward the 
booming dive travel business as as 
cause for fewer accidents. Over the last 
five years there has indeed been a mass 
migration of sport divers from the north- 
ern regions of the U.S. to the tropical wa- 
ters of resort islands. 

Today, more divers are spending more 
of their dive time among the islands of the 
Caribbean, Bahamas, Mexico and the 
Pacific. This geographical transfer of div- 
ing activity toa much more gentle under- 
water environment could have an impact 
on diving fatalities. There is no question 
that dive conditions at Grand Cayman 
are far easier and much more forgiving 
than those in Lake Superior. The reduced 
exposure of sport divers to harsh dive 
conditions could very well improve the 
safety picture. While no one has scientifi- 
cally proven this theory, it is certainly an 
interesting concept. 

Perhaps the strongest clues to im- 
proved diver safety lie in the area of 
scuba training. There are many who be- 
lieve that the improved accident statis- 
tics are a direct result of improved train- 
ing techniques and the wide-spread intro- 
duction of advanced scuba classes. 

There is no question that diver training 
has greatly improved over the last dec- 


ade. We have better certification stand-. 


ards, far better textbooks, more explicit 
visual aids, better prepared scuba in- 
Structors and far better methods of moni- 
toring scuba classes. Today's basic stu- 
dent receives more succinct training ina 
shorter period of time. 


However, the major improvement in 
diver training appears to be the gradual 
emergence of advanced diver training 
classes as‘a nationwide program. In the 
early 1970's dive educators talked about 
the need for advanced diver training, but 
somehow these programs never got off 
the ground on a wide-spread basis. It 
was not until the mid-1970’s that ad- 
vanced diver training was finally ac- 
cepted by scuba instructors across the 
country and classes began to material- 
ize. The impact of advanced diver train- 
Ing programs has only been felt in the 
last few years, as the number of ad- 
vanced diver graduates began to climb 
into the thousands. It has been a slow 
fuse program that has taken years to im- 
plement. A recent SKIN DIVER reader 
survey (1981) indicates that approxi- 
mately one-third of the active divers have 
now received advanced diver training 
and certification. | 

The U.R.I. report contains additional 
data to support the theory that advanced 
diver training can and does improve 
safety. On page 11 of the report is a brief 
table which shows the experience level 
of those victims involved in dive fatalities. 
The majority of accidents occurred to 
divers making an early open water dive 
(30 percent) and divers with little expe- 
rience (39 percent). On the other hand, 
accidents occurring to divers with con- 
siderable experience were very low (6 
percent) and accidents occurring to ex- 
pert divers was even lower (3 percent). It 
would appear that advanced diver train- 
ing is crucial to helping new divers 
through their first 10 to 12 open water 
dive experiences — the most vulnerable 
period of a sport diver’s career. 

If there is a direct correlation between 
advanced diver training and the dimin- 
ishing accident statistics, this report may 
very well be steering a course toward 
Safer waters.

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B tease sport divers may not fully ap- 
§ preciate it, but we enjoy a freedom 
from governmental regimentation that is 
now a rare phenomenon in the United 
States. By contrast, virtually all other ac- 
tivities, both on land and on water, are 
controlled by a multiplicity of rules and 
regulations that are usually dreamed up 
by bureaucrats who have no practical 
experience in, or sympathy for, the 
fields they govern. 

This freedom under the sea which 
sport divers now enjoy is due to the pi- 
oneering efforts at self regulation and 
safety education initiated by America’s 
Give organizations shortly after the 
Aqua-Lung was introduced to the United 
states in 1949. These first units were im- 
ported by a sporting goods dealer in 
Southern California. Owing to the pub- 
licity generated by U.S. Navy frogmen 
Guring World War Il, these new ‘toys’ 
were soon selling by the thousands in 
sporting goods and department stores 
across the nation — and would-be froo- 
men were pulled from the water by the 
hundreds. Some who were rescued ex- 
plained, | have to breathe in the water, 
icant swim.” 

Public reaction to the flurry of drown- 
ings caused anti-diving laws to be 
passed by some states and national 
legisiation controlling the sale or use of 
underwater breathing apparatus was 
threatened. [he solution that ultimately 
averted this threat was the instructor 
certification and diver training programs 
initiated by the Los Angeles County De- 
partment of Parks and Recreation and 
the National YMCA. These groups gen- 
erated a national campaign of public 
education on dive safety that was 
picked up and broadcast by dive or- 
Qanizations, dive clubs and individual 
divers. [he campaign brought about a 
drastic reduction in scuba fatalities and 
the political clamor for anti-dive laws 
subsided. 

The programs of safety education 
and diver training have continued over 
the years and are now so wholehearted- 
ly supported that about the only way for 
a person to go Scuba Giving is to satis- 
factorily complete a recognized training 
course. If you doubt this, try to get an air 
tank filled, rent scuba gear, dive with an 
organized group, or join a conducted 
dive tour — without a C card issued by a 
recognized instructor organization. 

_ Equally significant is that scuba 
safety training is based upon natural 
laws rather than man-made laws — and 
dive students quickly learn there is a 
world of difference. Unlike man-made 
laws which can be broken with impunity 
as long as you dont get caught — when 
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Don’t Let Sport Diving Be Held Hostage 
By Government Bureaucracy 


you violate a natural law of dive safety 
the reaction is automatic and inevitable, 
and the consequences can range from a 
ruptured eardrum to permanent paraly- 
sis, or death. 

Thus, self policing is virtually auto- 
matic because the person who pro- 
duces an unsafe piece of equipment, 
pumps bad air, does shoddy repair 
work, runs sloppy dive trips, or churns 
out poorly trained instructors or stu- 
dents is quickly spotted and forced to 
either clean up his act or is put out of 
business. And we now have a constantly 
expanding voluntary police force of 
more than two million trained divers who 
are backed by competing dive shops, 
instructors and dive organizations — 
most of whom are willing and able to 
call attention to a piece of equipment or 
a service they consider unsafe. 

The success of our self regulatory 
program is attested to by the fact that 
scuba diving has chalked up a pheno- 
menal safety record for a sport that was 
once considered so dangerous that only 
the foolhardy or suicidal would take it 
up. 
The privilege of self regulation is far 
from permanent, however, and recent 
events indicate that recreational diving 
may be facing the greatest legislative 
threat of any time in its history. 

The opening of the Outer Continental 
shelf (OCS) to federal jurisdiction out to 
200 miles has given the bureaucracies a 
whole new worid to conquer, and a num- 
ber of powerful governmental agencies 
are now competing with each other to 
stake out claims of influence in the un- 
derwater world. Several of these agen- 
cies are now writing rules and regula- 
tions that show promise of pulting sport 
diving in a straight jacket of bureaucratic 
red tape. 

The initial threat is camouflaged 
under the guise of conservation legisia- 
tion. The giant bureaucracies are ex- 
perts at getting Congress to enact laws 
for the purpose of protecting and pre- 
serving the resource, of which virtually 
everybody is in favor (like motherhood). 
The problem is that each agency is 
given authority to write rules and requia- 
tions that have the force of law. As a re- 
suit, the bureaucratic regulations often 
make a mockery of the stated purpose 
of the law passed by Congress — and 
there is precious little the people who 
are being regulated can do about it be- 


cause the federal agencies are virtually 


immune to public opinion or political 
pressure. 


A few examples of federal laws that 


are already affecting sport diving are: 
1) Public Law 94-265 — The Fishery

Conservation and Management Act of 
1976. [he clearly stated purpose of this 
act isto, provide for the protection, con- 
servation, and enhancement of the 
fishery resources of the United States.” 

Unfortunately, implementation of the 
Act is given to eight regional Fishery 
Management Councils under the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Membership in the 
Management councils which write the 
rules and regulations are heavily loaded 
in favor of commercial fishing interests. 
As a result, conservation restrictions are 
aimed almost exclusively at recreational 
interests, both fishing and diving, while 
the take of commercial fishermen is usu- 
ally unlimited. These councils not only 
have the authority to limit the species and — 
quantities of marine life we can take, 
they can also write detailed specifica- 
tions as to the amount and type of gear 
we Can use — and a Violation of their 
rules can result in confiscation of all 
equipment (including the boat) plus a 
$25,000 fine. : 

2) The Marine Protection and Sanc- 
tuaries Act of 1972 is administered by 
the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA), also under the 
Department of Commerce. It is signifi- 
cant that NOAA designated no marine 
Sanctuaries until after the OCS was 
Opened. But this agency is now estab- 
lishing sanctuaries off all coastal areas of 
the U.S. 

This program could, and should, be of 
great benefit to everybody interested in 
marine Conservation and preservation 
because the stated purpose of the Act 
passed by Congress is to set aside par- 
ticularly vulnerable, productive or beauti- 
ful areas in order to prevent their dese- 
cration. NOAA's rules and regulations 
make a mockery of this purpose, how- 
ever. For example, the coral reef sanc- 
tuaries of Florida and the Virgin islands 
prohibit skin divers from taking any- 
thing, and even touching the corals or the 
possession of a speargun can land you in 
jail. Yet commercial fishing catches are 
unlimited and the use of nets and lobster 
traps, which raise hob with the corals and 
decimate fish populations, are 
unrestricted. . : : 

The wreck of the Monitor is another ma- 
rine santuary. The regulations here pro- 
hibit any type of diving other than by ap- 
proved archaeologists, scientists and 
VIP's. Boats are prohibited from even an- 
choring or drifting over the Monitor. 

Nobody resents diving restrictions on 
the historic wreck of the Monitor, but 
these regulations are significant in view 
of the effors by another federal agency 
interested in shipwrecks. |

Historic Preservation, under the De- 
partment of Interior, is seeking legislation 
to “protect the cultural resources” on the 
OCS. Interpret this as shipwrecks (all 
wrecks over 50 years old) which may be 
protected under much the same rules 
as the Monitor — and sport divers will 
have lost a major underwater playground 
if the legislation is passed. 

4) The Bureau of Land Management 
(the agency that cannibalized and 
dammed the Colorado River) has also 
moved into the OCS. This agency did a 
“good” thing by banning all coral collect- 
ing on the OCS — then spoiled it by per- 
mitting commercial diving for red and 
blue corals in the Pacific. The admitted 
criteria for regulations is economic. Thus, 
the big operators are allowed to stay in 
business regardless of the environmen- 
tal damage. 

These examples are only pieces of 
floating debris that indicate the drift and 
scope of the federal regulatory current 
sweeping the underwater world. These 
examples may prove to be only minor irri- 
tations, however. The real threat to our 
freedom under the sea may come in the 
guise of bureaucratic “safety regula- 
tions’ which will be proclaimed as neces- 
sary owing to the number of fatalities 
among scuba divers. 

The groundwork for such a move has 
already been laid by NOAA's funding of 
the National Underwater Accident Data 
Center (NUADC) at the University of 
Rhode Island. The NUADC has compiled 
fatality statistics for both occupational 
(commercial) and recreational diving 
since 1970 and at this writing, results are 
available through 1978. A careful analy- 
sis of the NUADC data by anyone familiar 
with our sport will reveal that recreational 
diving has an amazing safety record of 
which the sport can justly be proud, Un- 
fortunately, these same data can also be 
misrepresented as horror stories in which 
neophyte divers introduced to the sport 
are dying by the hundreds and only fed- 
eral intervention can prevent continua- 
tion of the slaughter. 

An example of this kind of misrepre- 
sentation appeared as an editorial in the 
February, 1979 issue of Sea Technology 
magazine under the heading: Recrea- 
tional Diving — An Unregulated Monster. 
The editorial states in part, “We have no 
direct involvement in the recreational div- 
ing field. But we do cover the profession- 
al aspects of diving for fun — training for 
science, safety, equipment develop- 
ments and the broader aspects of 
education. 

“Thus, the recent figures of nonprofes- 
sional scuba diver deaths released by 
NOAA are cause for concern. In the U.S. 
alone the number of fatalities rose from 
131 in 1975 to 147 in 1976. . .” The edito- 
rial goes on to say, “Lt. David Peterson, 
assistant NOAA Diving Coordinator, 
states, ‘Analysis of the figures shows that 
in many cases the divers who died ig- 
nored the teachings of their scuba in- 


structors or took chances in unfamiliar 
situations.’ But, he added, ‘Scuba can be 
a safe sport.” , 

The Sea Technology editor notes that 
occupational diving in the U.S. has come 
under federal regulation, but complains 
that recreational diving remains uncon- 
trolled, and suggests that it is becoming a 
monster; uncontrollable because of its 
size (two and one-half million scuba div- 
ers). The writer then states that he 
doesn't know or care how scuba diving 
compares with other sports, but pro- 
claims that, “Nevertheless, the safety as- 
pects of diving for fun do need some co- 
Ordinated nationwide attention, and 
NOAA has taken the first step toward that 
end.” | 

The misrepresentation of NUADC sta- 
tistics by this editorial is revealed by ex- 
amining the scuba diving fatalities for 
each year from 1970 through 1978, 
which are: 

1970 1971 1972 1973 1974 1975 1976 1977 1978

The Sea Technology editor jumped on 
the sudden increase of 16 fatalities be- 
tween 1975 and 1976, but ignored the 
equally sudden drop of 13 fatalities be- 
tween 1974 and 1975. The truth is that 
neither of these year-to-year fluctuations 
are Statistically significant (14 of the 1976 
fatalities were double deaths in caves — 
a long-standing problem which self regu- 
lation is now correcting). The key is that 
the average increase in fatalities over the 
seven year period is around five per year. 
And this is only significant when ex- 
pressed as a percentage of the total 
number of scuba divers active in the 

sport. 

This is readily admitted by the NUADC 
which states that, unfortunately, no sta- 
tistically acceptable method of recording 
the total number of divers or their hours of 
participation has been discovered. How- 
ever, a 1973 report by the NUADC 
states, “A paper by the Manned Under- 
sea Science and Technology Office of 
the NOAA estimates a 15 percent to 25 
percent increase in diver population for 
1971-1972, while the numbers of fatali- 
ties have increased at less than 2.6 per- 
cent. Therefore, the fatality rate per year 
actually appears to be decreasing.” 

This means that diving is getting safer 
every year — and the improvement con- 
tinues today — which: is illustrated by 
comparing the number of fatalities with 
estimates of the total United States diver 
population. 

The 1973 diver population estimated 
by the NUADC was one-half million. The 
real boom in diving occurred after 1973, 
however. SKIN DIVER Magazine esti- 
mates the total number of divers in 1979 


at 2,500,000 and, according to the gov- © 


ernment's estimate of a 25 percent in- 
crease in the number of divers each year, 
we had a diver population of about one 
million in 1976. 

Thus, the 500,000 divers in 1973 pro- 
duced 127 fatalities (less than 25/1000 of 


one percent). And the 1,000,000 divers in 
1976 produced 147 fatalities (less than 
15/1000 of one percent). 

This is an amazing safety record when 
we consider that America’s amateur div- 
ers consist of men, women and children 
of all ages from all segments of society, 
and they are probing the bottoms of the 
world’s oceans, lakes and rivers from the 
arctic to the tropics. 

Under such conditions the loss of 
some divers is inevitable and the real 
wonder is that so few have perished. This 
is particularly true when we realize that 
scientists consider the underwater world 
more hostile to humans than outer space. 

Yet, as documented by NUADC statis- 
tics, the self regulation system of sport 
diving has established exactly the type 
of safety education and training program 
needed for people to enjoy this hostile 
environment in reasonable safety. _ 

The performance record chalked up 
by sport diving equipment is an equally 
exciting success story. The NUADC 
States, “In 1976, no fatality could be di- 
rectly assigned to a properly maintained 
regulator as a primary cause. This obser- 
vation has been consistent in each of the 
years of this study despite the adverse 
effect of news reports, which, in most 
cases, have erroneously attributed the 
accident to equipment failure.” There 
was one case in 1978 in which an almost 
new and well-maintained regulator 
failed, but this was the first failure of its 
kind in 1100 cases in nine years — and it 
occurred under extraordinary circum- 
stances. 3 

The same observation generally holds 
true for other dive equipment. The 
NUADC does list some “equipment re- 
lated” causes of accidents such as: Los- 
ing one’s boat while diving offshore, 
over-weighting at depth, weightbelt en- 
tanglement, poor maintenance of regula- 
tor, equipment tied on victim, tank fell 
from backpack, victim strangled by neck 
Strap. : 

These are obviously human errors, 
however, and have nothing whatever to 
do with the dependability of dive gear or 
services. The significant fact is that not a 
single dive fatality in the NUADC records 
can be attributed to unsafe equipment 
design or to the quality of workmanship 
and material. 

Thus, the NUADC data tell us that 
American sport divers enjoy the finest 
and most reliable scuba equipment and 


‘services available anywhere in the world. 


These statistics also tell us that recrea- 
tional diving is a shining example of the 
way in which the American free enter- 
prise system can, and should, work — 
through self regulation and self policing. 

However, the privilege of self regula- 
tion may soon be forfeited due to the 
modern sport diver's unwillingness to be- 
come involved in the fight to protect it 
from government intervention. An exam- 
ple of this apathy is the lack of reaction to 
the Sea Technology editorial. A few. years

ago such an attack on our system would 
have stirred up an avalanche of letters 
from irate divers and dive organizations 
determined to set the editor straight and 
keep NOAA off our backs. Yet, although 
the editorial was reprinted in The Under- 
water Reporter, published by the Under- 
water Society of America, and the Unreg- 
ulated Monster heading was mentioned 
in SKIN DIVER, the response was zilch. 

Perhaps this disinterest is due to a lack 
of conviction that the threat of federal 
regulation is very real. But, as anybody 
who is familiar with bureaucratic meth- 
ods can tell you, NOAA's first step at es- 
tablishing ‘“‘some coordinated nation- 
wide attention” on the safety aspects of 
recreational diving should be interpreted 
as bureaucratic doublespeak for an at- 
tempt to build public support for a regu- 
latory program. And since dive fatality 
Statistics are used, it follows that sport 
diving’s self regulatory system for con- 
trolling equipment, services and training 
is the target. 

If this interpretation is correct, sport 
diving is headed for the biggest legisla- 
tive battle in its history and the stakes are 
astronomical. AS experience in other 
fields has demonstrated, once the bu- 
reaucrats get their toes wet, no detail of 
our sport will be too insignificant for them 
to tackle. If they follow past precedents, 
we can expect to see regulations 
dreamed up by ambitious career profes- 
sionals that encompass everything from 
the size and length of snorkels to the de- 
sign of compressors and dive boats — 
and from the minimum and maximum 
age and physical requirements for sport 
diver certification, to specifications on 
the qualifications required for dive 
guides, tour operators and instructors. 
Everybody will probably be licensed and 


| everything regulated in such profuse de- 


tail it will require a specialized lawyer to 
decipher the rules — and in such volume 
the U.S. Navy Diving Manuals will look 
like basic primers. 

Once Big Brother steps in, the respon- 
sibility for performance and quality will 
be transferred to the bureaucrats, legal- 
istic man-made rules will be substituted 
for natural laws, and opportunists who 
produce unsafe products or deliver lousy 


services can hide behind the claims 
that their sloppy stuff meet minimum 
federal standards. 

All is not yet lost, however. Big Brother 
is only beginning to get his feet wet in the 
underwater world, and if all facets of 
sport diving join together in the fight we 
can still win the battle to preserve our 
freedom under the sea. If we do not join 
together and present a united front, how- 
ever, we will lose. And perhaps that is 
what bureaucrats are counting On. =

LUNGS UNDER PRESSURE 
PART Il 


ast month we began a discussion 
of the effects of pressure on divers 
lungs. The topics covered were: lung 
under-pressure, Over-pressure and Cir- 
culatory effects. We continue our 
discussion... 
AIR EMBOLISM 

Analysis of lung barotrauma cases in 
the U.S. Navy showed air embolism to be 
the commonest associated disorder. 
Half of the cases produced air embolism, 
compared to a fifth for pneumomedias- 
tinum and a tenth for pneumothorax. This 
is unfortunate, since air embolism is the 
most serious. 

A lung tear opens many capillaries and 
possibly some small veins. When breath- 
hold ascent is the cause, air probably en- 
ters the torn vessels only after the victim 
surfaces and releases his breath, since 
during ascent the over-pressure keeps 
them collapsed. The air is swept down 
the pulmonary vein to the left side of the 
heart, which pumps it into the aorta. The 
first branches are the coronary arteries. 
Occasionally a bubble will enter one of 
these and precipitate a heart attack or 
ventricular fibrillation. 

Most bubbles, however, are swept up- 
ward into the larger carotid arteries and 
the brain, where they can cause a stroke. 
Symptoms appear quickly. They reflect

We were working on a film segment 
for an ABC show called, Those Amazing 
Animals.

The 
water 30 miles off the coast of San Diego 
was especially clear that day and the 
sharks were considerably more numer- 
ous than usual. After chumming the 
water for four hours we had nearly two 
dozen blue sharks and they were no- 
ticeably bolder than usual. Blue sharks 
are seldom aggressive. But what they 
lack in aggression, they make up in 
boldness. They have absolutely no fear 
of divers and will swim right up to you 
without making customary passes or 
circling. Their lack of aggression allows 
them to be easily deterred with a gentle 
fe}core mm ice)aater- (aime [al (ey-(o(>1e mm ole) \\>1sal-t-e melt 
slight slap with a hand. They move quite 
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slowly and this gesture of resistance is 
simple to do. What is not simple is 
keeping track of the two dozen or more 
sharks that are around you, many of 
which are only a few feet away. If you do 
not see a blue shark approaching, it may 
well bite. After all, there is the smell of 
food in the water and that is why the 
sharks have come. For this reason you 
must constantly be turning and check- 
ing the sharks around you. This con- 
stant movement can be exhausting. To 
relax for a moment could be fatal. If one 
of us is involved in some activity such as 
filming, we take a safety diver whose job 
it is to protect our blind side. 

When: Marty and | completed the first 
dive, we were both winded. The blue 
shark activity had been intense and we 
knew it would be worse on the next dive. 
Marty was slightly shaken and insisted 
on a second safety diver for the next 
dive. Fred Fischer was elected. Being a 
safety diver is a highly skilled job. These 
divers have spent numerous hours in- 
side a shark cage observing shark be- 
havior and they have trained themselves 
to take positions that enable them to 
keep sharks off themselves and the per- 
son they are protecting. Safety divers 
must be prepared to make the decision 
to fire the powerhead — not an easy de- 
cision under stress. The powerhead 
would not be used against a blue shark 
since they can be discouraged with a 


gentle prod, but the weapon can be- 
come necessary if a more dangerous 
species, such as a mako shows up. 
Makos occur with regular frequency off 
the coast of California and for every 15 
or 20 blue sharks attracted on a given 
day, you can expect to see at least one 
mako. Fortunately, we had no makos on 
June 26, but we had worries enough 
without them. 

When Ron and Valerie entered the 
water, Marty, Fred and | were 40 feet 
below the boat in position to shoot a sil- 
houette. The Taylors entered the group 
of sharks and immediately began fend- 
ing them off. Valerie had a baitfish with 
her and Ron had his movie camera. The 
Taylors had experienced this kind of ac- 
tion so many times before that they were 
totally relaxed. They had never sus- 
tained a serious injury and there was no 
reason to believe that today would be 
different. Of course, there is absolutely 
no way to evaluate the risks of diving 
with baited sharks: Not enough people 
do it for there to be any statistics on in- 
juries or fatalities. You can only guess 
the dangers. Since the Taylors have had 
SO much success pushing the limits of 
safety while diving with sharks, many of 
which would seem more dangerous 
than blues, they estimated the risk of 
diving with baited blues as low. 

“Sharks constantly approached, but | 
hit them away with the fish | was carry- 
ing. They seemed faster and more ag- 
gressive than usual, but |! wasn’t worried, 
in fact | was pleased. Conditions were so 
good, the action fast. Everything better 
than normal. | thought, ‘Wow! Alan 
Landsburg is going to get a super piece 
of film.’” Valerie Taylor. 

| finished filming my silhouette and 
began swimming up to the Taylors. Val- 
erie was teasing a large blue in front of 
her. Ron had just completed filming the 
scene and had begun winding his cam- 
era. Val was not checking the water be- 
hind her. Her legs were hanging immo- 
bile. A six foot blue swam up slowly, de- 
cided that her leg was the source of the 
bait he smelled and bit. Val could easily 
have fended him off with a flick from her 
fin but she didn’t see him coming. 

“l was offering my fish to the second 
Shark when | felt a thump to my lower left 
leg. Looking down | saw a shark holding 
it in his mouth. Instantly | began to hit the 
shark. | grabbed its nose and tried to 
push it off my leg. There was no horror or 
fear, just annoyance that the shark was 
So persistent. On the fourth hit, it reluc- 
tantly withdrew its jaw. | saw the gum, fol- 
lowed by white saw teeth, retract through 
the thick orange neoprene. Green blood 
gushed out clouding the water. | knew it 
was Oeep. The shark dashed away. | 
grabbed my leg holding it tightly to stop 
the blood. Suddenly Howard was there, 


and Ron. | surfaced and called to the 
above water camera crew, ‘Start filming. | 
have been bitten and | think it’s deep.’ | 











































found myself being escorted back to the 
sand Dollar 30 meters away. Someone 
was helping me, Ron or Howard | think, 
but | can’t remember too well.” Valerie 
Taylor. 

Valerie had sustained a six inch gash 
just below the calf muscle, approximate- 
ly one and one-half inches deep or more. 
Fortunately she has large strong legs and 
the injury failed to damage any. major 
vessels. Had an artery been severed, 
blood loss and shock could have been 
extremely dangerous. Forty-five minutes 
later, Val and Ron were in a Coast Guard 
helicopter on their way to University Hos- 
pital in San Diego where a plastic sur- 
geon would sew up her leg with three lay- 
ers of stitches. Three weeks later Val Tay- 
lor was back in the water. With sharks, of 
course. 

There is something | would like to say 
asa result of this incident. Diving with 
baited sharks is dangerous: It should be 
assumed that it is highly dangerous and 
no safety precaution should be omitted. 
Val Taylor is not the only person | know 
who has been bitten by blue sharks. 
Steve Early, Pierre De Les Pinios, and | 
have also sustained minor injuries. Steve 
and Pierre were bitten on the head. In two 
of these cases however, the sharks ap- 
plied no pressure, immediately realizing, 
perhaps, that what they had in their 
mouths was not food. In Steve Early’s 
case the shark had to be pulled off but 
fortunately it had grasped Steve’s hood 
and his head sustained only minor cuts. 
The question then arises, were we three 
lucky not to have been hurt more? Or was 
Valerie very unlucky and the.exception to 
the rule? No one knows. But certainly this 
is not the last time filmmakers will be film- 
ing blue sharks and sooner or later some- 
one else will be bitten. It is a dangerous 
business and should be attempted only 
by the experienced. 

Sharks are wonderful animals. They 
are sleek, graceful and fascinating. Many 
species of sharks have remained rela- 
tively unchanged for 100 million years or 
more. Many people call sharks stupid 
because their central nervous system is 
less complex than ours. This is an unedu- 
cated attitude. Certainly, sharks are not 
capable of building tools, machines and 
industries to eradicate other species; 
poison and over populate the environ- 
ment; and wage war. But this doesn't 
mean that sharks are not successful. Do 
you think man will be around 100 million 
years from now? Sharks probably will. 

“Working with sharks is part of our bus- 
iness as underwater filmmakers. Just as 
a racing car driver or a jockey must ex- 
pect to have an accident someday, so 
too, did |. | bear no malice toward the 
shark and | hope that other people reaa- 
ing my story understand this and expe- 
rience no malice or added fear regarding 
these animals because of what hap- 
pened to me.”

disordered brain function such as; diz- 
ziness,. visual disturbance, uncoordina- 
tion, and muscle paralysis. Eyewitnesses 
to embolism cases commonly describe a 
fast ascent; the diver confused, shouting 
and unable to function, with blood in his 
mask. Often the victim loses conscious- 
ness, and without treatment death or per- 
manent disability is likely. 

We've described a number of settings 
for lung tear and possible air embolism. 
Here are two more. A fellow trying to im- 
press friends made a very deep breath- 
hold dive, sneaked some air from a 
scuba buddy staked out down there, and 
embolized on the way up. You don't have 
to be very deep to embolize. A boy took 
an inverted bucket to 11 feet, breathed 


out of it, and embolized going up. Cases 


have occurred in swimming pools. Ex- 
perimental dogs have embolized after 
three and a half to four foot ascents, and 
presumably people could too. It’s far 
more dangerous for a scuba diver to hold 
his/her breath during short upward ex- 
cursions in shallow water than in deep 
water, because the volume increase per 
foot of ascent is greater. 

The commonest cause of embolism in 
people who don't hold their breath is 
probably small airway inflammation. Pro- 
fessor Walder, who has investigated 
many British Navy dive accidents, said 
that the divers he knew who embolized 
from short, shallow dives had had a cold 
within the previous ten days. 

Immediate first aid for the air embolism 
victim is to place him in reverse slant. The 
idea was to make bubbles hug the inside 
of the aortic arch, away from the carotid 
arteries and brain. The validity of this 
idea is controversial, but is probably ir- 
relevant since whatever air enters the cir- 
culation probably does so all at once. 
Nonetheless, animal experiments have 
shown that reverse slant promptly insti- 
tuted sometimes reverses the effects of 
cerebral air embolism. A possible ex- 
planation: the slant position increases re- 
turn of venous blood from the lower limbs 
and abdomen to the heart, which fills 
more than before and therefore contracts 
more forcibly (a well known principle in 
physiology). The sudden increase of 
blood pressure in the carotid artery may 
be enough to drive the obstructing bub- 
bles on through the capillaries and out of 
the brain. 

Another first aid measure of great 
value is oxygen breathing. It helps sup- 
port cell life in areas of embarrassed cir- 
culation, and also speeds resolution of 
bubbles. Definitive treatment is of course 
recompression at the earliest possible 
moment. The longer the delay, the less 
chance of a successful outcome. But 
always give ita try, since victims have re-

covered when recompression was de- 
layed a full day, and partial recoveries 
have followed much longer delays. 


PNEUMOMEDIASTINUM 

Pneumomediastinum occurs when air 
from torn alveoli dissects its way down 
along the larger vessels and bronchial 
tubes into the mediastinum — the central 
compartment of the chest. Small 
amounts cause no symptoms. Large 
amounts compress the heart and great 
veins, reducing venous return and car- 
diac output enough to cause shock. Try- 
ing to escape from the mediastinum, the 
air will usually percolate up into the soft 
tissue of the neck (subcutaneous em- 
physema). The best clue comes from 
your fingertips. Place them just above the 
Clavicles and you'll feel the characteris- 
tic crackling sensation that’s a dead 
giveaway. Another clue is a squeaky 
voice. Only severe cases need treat- 
ment, but the patient should be held near 
a chamber anyway and observed for 
signs of air embolism. They sometimes 
go together. 


PNEUMOTHORAX 

The lung, being elastic, is always try- 
ing to contract. It succeeds when a break 
in its pleural envelope allows air to get in 
between the lung and the chest wall. This 
is pneumothorax. The air may have bro- 
ken through from a pneumomediastin- 
um, or from a ruptured emphysematous 
bleb on the lung’s. surface. The former 
route is probably more common in acci- 
dents provoked by lung over-pressure. 

On land, blebs occasionally rupture 
without apparent provocation, resulting 
in spontaneous pneumothorax. This is 
common enough in the general popula- 
tion, especially young men, that it was 
only a matter of time until it would occur 
underwater. Finally it did. A young man 
was cruising at 20 feet, when sud- 
denly he felt a pain in his chest. He ig- 
nored it fora while. Then he leaned down- 
ward to check out a hole, and the pain 
moved to his kidney area. Puzzled and 
now concerned, he decided to go up. 
With ascent came shortness of breath, 
and he surfaced in severe distress. He 
had tension pneumothorax. Emergency 
treatment saved his life. 

The lesson here is that while provoked 
pneumothorax usually occurs near the 
surface, spontaneous pneumothorax 
can occur at any depth, and ascent will 
convert it to tension pneumothorax. Air 
expanding in the pleural space pushes 
the mediastinum against the intact lung, 
embarrassing both cardiac function and 
gas exchange. It's often fatal. 

When there's one bleb on a lung, there 
are virtually always more. Therefore, the

Give the model something 
to look at. 

There are times, however, when you will 
want the subject to look at your camera. If 
the subject is someone you know and like, 
you may enjoy direct eye contact with the 
person in the picture. You're not being 
stared at by astranger, you are in eye con- 
tact with a friend. This is why the eyes of 
entertainers often stare out at you from 
promotional portraits. If you are afan ofa 
particular actor or singer, you may enjoy 
this eye contact. Strangers often stare 
out from advertisements and magazine 
covers, but these models are often sex- 
ually attractive persons with whom you 
may also enjoy eye contact. 


- THE FACELESS DIVER 

You've probably seen the faceless 
diver shot. The details of the regulator are 
sharp, and perhaps you can even read 
“tempered lens’ on the faceplate, but 
you can't see the divers eyes or face. 

Aiming the strobe directly at the mod- 
el's face is often the best lighting tech- 
nique to illuminate and show the face. 
However, don't blast light skin with harsh 
light. Keep the strobe back and expose 
for the skin tones, or hold the strobe back 
to the fill position for a sunlight exposure. 
An upward tilt of the model's head can 
often catch sunlight within the mask. If 
the model is facing you, and looking to 
your right, handhold your strobe arm 
across your body to aim the light in from 
your right. Yes, you can expect some oc- 
casional reflections from the strobe to ap- 
pear on the faceplate. Therefore, take 
several shots with the strobe held at 
slightly different angles. If your model's 
mask forces her lower eyelids to bulge 
slightly, aim the strobe straight at her 
face. Aiming your strobe at a downward 
angle causes shadows which accent the 
baggy-eyed look. 

The model's mask can sometimes re- 
flect a mirror image. When looking at a 
coral formation, for example, an image of 
the coral may appear on the faceplate. 
Unless you are working for a special ef- 
fect, this mirror image is ar error that 
blocks the view to the model's eyes. If 
you are excited about the picture — 
especially if you are composing with a 
small, SLR viewfinder — you may not no- 
tice the mirror image until after your film is 
orocessed. Look for mirror images be- 
fore you shoot. Usually, a slight change 
of angle will make them disappear. 

If the inside of the model's faceplate is 
fogged over, or if the surface isn't clean, 
the view to the model's eyes can be total- 
ly or partially blocked. Simply scrub the 
inside of the faceplate with ordinary 
household cleanser — regardless of 
what you've heard, we've never 
scratched the glass. After scrubbing, the 
old spit and rinse technique is all you 
really need. 


THE ANONYMOUS DIVER 

Not all faceless diver shots are bad. 
Suppose, for example, that you were 
hired to shoot advertising shots of a new 
regulator. And to make the pictures real- 
istic, the company wants you to show it in 
use. You now have a problem: Your pur- 
pose is to draw the viewer's attention to 
the regulator, but the model's eyes will 
compete for attention. Therefore, you 
might choose to compose and light the 
picture so the regulator is prominent, but 
the model's face is dark within the mask. 
You might use a non-translucent mask 
and two strobes for extreme side lighting 
from the left and right. 


FAKING IT 

There are times when you must fake 
the action to gain eye contact. For exam- 
ple, suppose you wish to take a portrait of 
an underwater photographer using a 
large housed camera. If your photog- 
rapher/model uses the housed camera 
correctly, with an eye pressed against 
the SLR viewfinder port, the model's eyes 
and face are hidden behind the housing. 
Simply have your model look up over the 
top of the camera housing so his/her 
eyes are in view. It doesn't matter that 
your model isn't using the SLR viewfinder 
correctly — most viewers won't notice the 








difference. Remember: It is the model's 
eyes that the viewer seeks out. 


IMPLIED EYE CONTACT 

Interest and action can overpower the 
need for eye contact between the viewer 
and the subject. In one of our pictures, 
Cathy is fending off Waldo (a large moray 
eel) by pressing the faceplate of her 
mask directly against his face. Although 
the view to Cathy’s face is blocked by the 
eel’s face, eye contact between Cathy 
and Waldo is implied. 

Silhouettes don’t require eye contact 
because it is the subject's outline and 
shape that communicates with the view- 
er. If there is any interaction between the 
diver and other subjects, however, the 
divers head should be angled to imply 
eye contact between the diver and the 
other subject. Likewise, if a diver is swim- 
ming through a scenic setting, the head 
should be angled to imply eye contact 
with the diver's assumed destination. 


A MASK FOR POSING 

Having the right mask for posing can 
enhance eye contact. Choosing the 
mask that is right for you may take some 
thought because there isn’t any one 
mask that is universally right for 
everyone. 


Above, the eye of the porcupinefish 
draws attention and gives it personality. 
Left, Cathy and the prickly little 

fellow are eye-to-eye and the expression 
on Cathy’s face indicates she 

finds the encounter a bit comical. 
Looking elsewhere would break this mood. 
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If you prefer a goggle-style mask, be 
careful not to choose a mask that gives 
you a bug-eyed appearance. Likewise, 
be careful not to choose a mask with a 
large purge valve that gives you a Miss 
Piggy appearance. Such masks may be 
comfortable, but they aren’t always 
photogenic. 

Choose a mask that doesn’t hide the 
eyes or block light from reaching them. 
Masks made from translucent material 
allow more light to reach the eyes and 
face. Non-translucent masks can block 
light. Colored rims around the faceplate 
or goggles may photograph well, espe- 
cially if color-coordinated with other ac- 
cessories, but can be distracting if over- 
done. And too much chrome, of course, 
will cause reflections. A simple design is 
often best. 

The fit of the mask is a key factor. Your 
skin shouldn't be stretched tight or com- 
pressed into wrinkles, nor should the 
mask force your face into a pug-nosed 
expression. The mask should allow you 
the flexibility to smile, especially with 
your eyes. Lastly, the fit must be comfort- 
able because any discomfort will be evi- 
dent in your eyes and expression. 

A prescription mask must be chosen 
carefully. A rounded or oval faceplate 
with rounded prescription lenses can 
give you a bug-eyed appearance. A 
mask with a rubber nosepiece, and with 
the prescription lenses cut to fit around 
the nosepiece, may be more photogenic. 
The mask will have a more natural re- 
semblance to the topside glasses that 
viewers are accustomed to seeing. If the 
prescription is optional, and you can get 
along without it for limited periods of 
time, there is another option: Purchase a 
non-prescription mask for posing, or 
wear contact lenses. 


POSING TIPS 

Learn how to smile pleasantly under- 
water. Smiling may require practice be- 
cause the mask and regulator can 
change your expression and cramp your 
facial muscles. It is difficult to smile con- 
vincingly if you're uncomfortable. Make 
sure that your equipment fits correctly, 
that. your buoyancy is under control, and 
that your mask isn't flooding or fogged. 
You can't hide discomfort — your eyes 
will show It. 

Yes, you will have to look at the photog- 
rapher while setting up shots. In fact, you 
can sometimes help with composition by 
watching your image ina photographer's 
dome port. But once it’s time to shoot, 
keep your eyes on the action. You'd be 
surprised how well you can see the pho- 
tographer from the corner of your eye, 
without actually looking at him/her. 

Don't turn your face away from the 
strobe unless you've been directed to do 
so. But if turning your face toward the 
strobe results in an unnatural body posi- 
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The eye contact here seems to express cautious mutual inspection between diver

tion, you'll have to pose differently, or the 
photographer will have to shoot at a dif- 
ferent angle.

should female models wear eye make- 
up? Some models, in our opinion, look 
better without makeup — they photo- 
graph well with a natural look. If you do 
use eye makeup, we suggest that you 
apply it as for above water use — don't 
overdo it just because you're going un- 
derwater. Avoid anything that will run, 
Streak or irritate your eyes. 


CREATURE EYES 

Eye contact is also important with por- 
traits of sea creatures. The tiny yellow or 
blue eyes of a hermit crab — peering at 
you from under the edge of its shell — 
can be the most interesting part of the 
picture. You can look at the creature’s 


eyes and imagine any emotion that fits 
the picture. Look back through your past 
issues of SDM and see how many close- 
ups of marine life show the eyes. Many 
octopus portraits, for example, would 
lose much of their impact if you couldn’t 
see an eye. 

If the creature’s eyes are prominent in 
the picture, the eyes must be sharply fo- 
cused. You will tolerate loss of sharpness 
as depth of field diminishes, as long as 
the subject’s eye is sharp. Thus, when- 
ever you are working with limited depth 
of field, focus on the creature’s eyes. But 
if you are using an SLR camera, and cen- 
tered an eye in the viewing screen to fo- 
cus, recompose the scene in the view- 
finder before triggering the shutter. You 
may not want the eye centered, but auto- 
matically do so when focusing. =

recurrence rate for spontaneous pneu- 
mothorax is substantial. Minor over-pres- 
sure stresses encountered in ordinary 
diving would make recurrence in the 
water even more likely. Anybody who's 
had one episode should not dive again. 
Occasionally blebs will show on X-ray, so 
anyone who plans to start diving should 
have a chest film. 

Predisposition to pneumothorax is 
partly hereditary (blebs), but it’s also 
partly acquired. Anything that interferes 
with easy exhalation favors bleb growth. 
Asthma is a prime example. So is chronic 
bronchitis from smoking cigarettes. A 
published review of 164 spontaneous 
pneumothorax cases showed that the 
overwhelming majority of victims were 
smokers and 54 of them used more than 
two packs a day. Only 7 were known not 
to smoke. 

With a little training you can learn to 
recognize high degrees of pneumothor- 
ax — say when the lung is more than half 
collapsed. Start with the symptoms. 
More than 90% have pain, usually on one 
side, anywhere from mild to severe: 70% 
admit to shortness of breath; 10% cough. 
Then examine the bared chest. If you 
percuss it the way a carpenter would a 
wall to locate studs, you'll notice a differ- 
ence on the two sides. The pneumothor- 
ax side will be more resonant — more like 
a drum. Then place your ear against 
each side of the chest in turn and have 
the victim take deep breaths through his 
open mouth. You'll hear normal breath 
sounds on the good side and little or 
nothing on the other. 

If you ever do find pneumothorax in a 
diver, the first aid is to loosen anything 
that restricts breathing, have him lie 
quietly with the affected side down, give 
him oxygen, and arrange transport to a 
medical facility. If he should require 
mouth to mouth or other form of assisted 
ventilation, try to avoid large inflations. 
They may re-open the lung tear and force 
more air into the pleural space. 

When a dive accident victim is in a 
chamber, it’s important to detect even a 
small pneumothorax. Otherwise, de- 
compression will expand it, possibly to a 
fatal tension pneumothorax. An instru- 
ment called the Sonicaid now enables a 
tender to make the diagnosis with confi- 
dence. Placed against the chest wall, it 
senses the noise made by lung tissue in 
motion. Even a small collection of air be- 
tween the probe and the source creates 
a strong barrier to sound transmission, 
thereby revealing itself as as pneumo- 
thorax. 

If pneumothorax is discovered, a doc- 
tor can be locked into the chamber. He'll 
insert a chest tube with a one way valve 
or a suction device to remove the pleural

air. If there is no doctor or no chest tube, 
a large bore needle inserted between 
two ribs will at least relieve a tension 
pneumothorax and make decompres- 
sion possible. 


RECOGNIZING PULMONARY 
BAROTRAUMA 

Any unexplained distress upon surfac- 
ing from a scuba dive, or soon thereafter, 
creates a presumption of pulmonary bar- 
otrauma. Air embolism, pneumomedias- 
tinum, and pneumothorax can occur 
singly or in any combination, so if there’s 
a hint of one, look for the others. The 
symptom list includes: chest pain, 
shortness of breath, coughing up blood, 
voice change, any evidence of brain dys- 
function, weakness or shock, and even 
limb pain. Check the skin and lips for 
cyanosis, indicating poor gas exchange. 
Feel for pulse rate and strength and for 
subcutaneous emphysema. Listen to the 
breath sounds. Then do a simple neuro- 
logical exam: Is the victim confused or 
disoriented? Can he speak and hear nor- 
mally? Can he count fingers? Can he fee! 
pin pricks, stand on one foot, touch his 
nose with his eyes shut, etc? 


SUMMARY 

The medical checkup for prospective 
divers should focus on uncovering dis- 
orders that predispose to barotrauma. 
Scuba divers should be taught not to as- 
cend while anything is interfering with the 
upper airway, and not to dive with any 
condition that might block lower airways. 
Both scuba and breath-hold divers 
should avoid descending with their lungs 
empty. Divers should not use a long, 
strong valsalva maneuver. Any evidence 
of lung tear mandates transport to a 
chamber and observation for possible air 
embolism. Any evidence of air embolism 
mandates immediate recompression. 
Oxygen is excellent first aid for any form 
of lung barotrauma. =»

For many it is the first 
step beyond beach diving to those spe- 
cial places where only a few can go. For 
some it is an alternative to crowded 
charter boats; .an opportunity to share 
underwater experiences with a few 
close friends. 

“You're not going to take that rubber 
raft out in the ocean, are you?’ That 
question is still often heard as divers as- 
semble their inflatables and prepare to 
launch. Divers were among the first to

ADVANTAGES 
Enthusiastic owners never tire of talk-

able boats. They usually list the following 


attributes: 


1. Safety. An inflatable is a strong, rug- 


ged boat. It is virtually impossible to cap- 


size.

or sitting on the same pontoon, with plen- 
ty of freeboard remaining. The wide 
beam and buoyancy of the boat prevent 
it from tipping over. Furthermore, an in- 
flatable will just bounce off many obsta- 
cles which would put a hole in the hull of a 
conventional craft. Most inflatables of a 
suitable size for diving have at least three 
air chambers. Even if one is punctured 
near the waterline enough air will be 


_ trapped above the puncture to minimize 


leakage and provide transportation 
home. In the unlikely event that one or 


two chambers collapse completely, the 


craft will still carry its entire payload on 
the remaining chamber, albeit wet and 
slowly. — , 

2. Carrying capacity. Owing to the 
buoyancy provided by the pontoons, 
Carrying capacity is that of a boat 25 per- 
cent larger. In other words, a 12 foot in- 
flatable will carry the weight of a 15 foot 
rigid hulled boat.

An ordinary boat depreciates rapidly. 
High quality inflatables are in great de- 


mand. The rate of depreciation is low and 


a person selling a used one will recover a 
far greater percentage of the initial in- 
vestment than the owner of any other 
type of boat. — ae 

5. Portability. A boat up to 14 feet in 
length is easily folded and reassembled 
by two people. It can be stored in the 
trunk of a car and driven to the launch 


site. A craft this size can also be carried ° 


on top of a car and, in turn, act as a car- 
top carrier for light objects. The larger in- 
flatables must be trailered for most trips, 
but still have an advantage over nor- 
mal boats. Since they are lighter, inflata- 
bles can be towed by a smaller car. Even 
-a Volkswagen is capable of towing a 16 
foot inflatable and its outboard motor on 
a trailer. 

6. Compact storage. Our affluent so-

ciety has more boats and RV's than 
places to store them, especially with the 
trend toward smaller homes and condo- 
miniums. An inflatable can be hung in the 
rafters of the garage or, when disassem- 
bled, an average sized closet can be its 
home port. 


DISADVANTAGES | 

An inflatable is basically a flat bot- 
tomed boat, which skims over the top of 
the waves. All flat bottom boats ride hard 
and inflatables, because of their light 
weight, are especially prone. 

All flat bottom boats also run wet, and 
the inflatable’s limited freeboard and 
cover make it run even wetter. This is less 


because divers will usually ride with their 


wetsuits on. A bowdodger and wind- 


shield will help, but won't completely alle- 
viate the problem. _ 

The width of the pontoons encroaches 
on floor space, limiting the room for dive 
gear and passengers. Since equipment 


must be stored inside the boat, pas-. 


sengers often end up sitting on the 
pontoons. 

Finally, an inflatable boat of good qual- 
ity isn’t cheap. It will probably cost more 
than a conventional boat of comparable 
size. The prospective owner has to weigh 


the added initial cost against the advan- — 
tages mentioned earlier and come up 
with his/her own answer.’ 


TYPES : 

Several types of inflatable boats are on 
the market, and only one or two are well 
suited for diving. Actually, you can dive 
from nearly any inflatable, but not By 
one is a dive boat. 

Dinghies are smaller, bee floored 
boats primarily designed to act as shore 
boats for larger craft. The pontoons are 


_ QO-shaped, most do not have floorboards, 


a keel, or a wooden transom. The small 
engine (up to 10 horsepower) it carries 


| | _ fits a tubular frame attached to the stern 
a problem with divers than other boaters, 


pontoon. These boats will not plane, and 
a diver will grow old waiting for this type 
of craft to carry him/her to the dive site. If 
necessary, one can dive from a dinghy 
used as a tender for alarger boat, but we 
will not consider it as as dive craft for the 
purposes of this article. 

The vast majority of inflatables suitable 
for diving fall under the heading of sport- 
boats. A sportboat has U- shaped pon- 
toons with a wooden transom enclosing 
the open end, rigid floorboards, and a 
keel. The keel gives it directional stabil- 
ity. It is designed to be run by a more 
powerful engine (20 to 60 hp), and will

plane with a normal load aboard, It is sta- 


ble even in heavy seas which would ren- . 


der a conventional boat of the same size 
unsafe. These versatile boats are ideal 
for diving, water skiing, fishing or just fast 
cruising on and over the water. 

Riverboats are oversized rubber rafts. 
They lack floorboards and are designed 
to bend and give in turbulent water and 
when colliding with obstacles. They 
come in large sizes and are designed for 
white water river runs. 


Hybrid boats are relatively new on the . 


inflatable scene. They have a fiberglass 
deep V-hull and inflatable pontoons. 
They are designed as high speed craft 
and do not provide the harsh ride of the 
flat bottomed sportboat: The Coast 
Guard uses hybrids extensively as res- 
cue boats. The price one pays for the im- 
proved ride is threefold. Any deep V-hull 
requires more power to plane, so a larger 
engine is needed. Interior space and Car- 


rying capacity is sacrificed to the need - 


for remote steering and seats. And final- 
ly, the craft cannot be folded. 


CHOOSING AN INFLATABLE 

A vast range of brands, configurations, 
and specifications greets the diver who 
is seeking an inflatable dive boat. It’s just 
too much of a good thing. In this attempt 
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to guide the prospective buyer through 
the maze, the author had to make some 
difficult choices, and not everyone will 
agree. First, we must make some as- 
sumptions. The boat will be used for 
sport diving, as opposed to commercial 
applications. It will be used in large bo- 
dies of open water, oceans or large 
lakes. And finally, the inflatable will be 
used as the primary means of the diver's 


_ transportation, not as a support boat to a 


larger craft. Using these guidelines, we 
can cut the list down to a manageable 
size. : 
- We have begun by eliminating dingh- 
ies. They lack the horsepower capability 
and the ride characteristics necessary in 
a craft to be used in oceans or large 
lakes. The same can be said of river- 
boats, although they, too, excel at their 
designated function. . a 

_ Fiberglass hulled inflatables must be 
considered, although sacrifices are 
made in terms of usable space, com- 


-pactness and portability. | 


This brings us to the sportboats, and 
we have eliminated those less than 12 
feet in length. Those are primarily runa-. 
bouts and light weight fishing boats and 
lack the carrying capdcity necessary for 
diving. : , 


Divers have a bad habit of overloading 





Callegari, Super Jumbo 
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boats. The smaller tube diameters of in- 
flatables under 12 feet fail to provide the 
safety margin needed to easily handle 
the extra pounds. Interior room is re- 
stricted, engine capacity is limited, and 


_ the smaller, lighter boats ride rougher. Al- 


though this type of craft could handle two 
divers ina small, confined body of water, 
or act as an auxiliary vessel for a larger 
boat, its use is too limited to be consid- 
ered a true dive boat. a : 
At the other end of the scale we will 
eliminate sportboats larger than 16 feet. 
At this length, portability and compact- 
ness are lost. A 17 foot boat will weigh 
well over 300 pounds without the motor, 


and a large engine will be needed to 


power it. On the other hand, a 16 footer 
will carry four divers in relative comfort, 
and will take six without straining its ca- 
pabilities. Two people can handle all the 
components and set it up. Little will be 
gained by moving up to the larger craft. 
Therefore, we will consider boats larger 
than. 16. feet beyond the range of the 
sport diver. 3 
Fortunately, most manufacturers con- 
centrate their sportboat line around the 
12 to 16 foot sizes, so the diver still has an 
imposing array of choices confronting 
him. To begin with, let us split the range 
into two categories: the true inflatable

and the fixed inflatable. — 

Twelve to 14 foot boats can be consid- 
ered true inflatables. The hull weighs 
around 150 pounds, and it can be pow- 
ered by a 25 horsepower engine, which 
weighs under 100 pounds. This boat is 
easily set up and handled -by two per- 
sons; even one can do it if necessary. It 
is easily folded and stored, and roomy 
enough to accommodate up to four div- 
ers on trips of moderate length. 

Fifteen and 16 footers can be consid- 
ered fixed inflatables. Setting them up is 
a major effort, so they are usually stored 
in the inflated condition and are trans- 
ported on trailers. The hull weighs well 
over 200 pounds and larger outboard 
motors, 40 horsepower and up, are 
needed to run them. They will carry up to 


Six divers on trips more than 20 miles in 


open water. 


MATERIALS 

The fabric used can determine the 
quality and the price of an inflatable boat. 
The small rafts sold in department stores 
for use on the beach are made of unrein- 
forced polyvinyl chloride (PVC). People 
in the industry refer to them as shower 
curtain boats. Yet Sevylor of France pro- 
- duces a quality PVC boat which has set a 
- long distance river cruising record for in- 


flatables. However, unreinforced fabrics 


tend to stretch, therefore cannot be 
pumped up to pressures higher than % 
psi. This type of craft cannot take the 


beating divers will give it. 

Reinforced fabrics are made of a syn- 
thetic base, usually nylon, although some 
manufacturers utilize the polyesters Da- 
cron or Kevlar. Kevlar is the fabric used in 
bulletproof vests: The fabric is then 
coated with a synthetic rubber or plastic 
material to seal in the air and to protect 
the surface. Most manufacturers today 
use a combination of Neoprene and Hy- 
palon. Neoprene is tough, abrasion re- 
sistant, seals and bonds well. However, if 
exposed to the elements for long periods 
of time, it will deteriorate. To prevent this, 
an outer coat of Hypalon is applied, or is 
mixed with the neoprene. Hypalon, a 
synthetic rubber product of the DuPont 
Company, is virtually indestructible. It is 
extremely resistant to ozone, sunlight, 
gasoline, ultra violet rays, smog and 
heat. According to Andrew Dossett, 
president of Seagull Marine, “You will 
never. see a rotted Hypalon boat.” He 
showed me a dinghy in his repair shop, 
the bottom covered with barnacles and 
marine growth. A nylon scrubber and a 
little bleach cleaned it with no scuffing of 
the fabric. The top of the pontoons, left

unprotected for many months, looked 
like new after a light appication of Armor- 


all. . 
The process for applying Hypalon to 


the base fabric is similar to that used in 


the manufacture of tire cord. (Itis no coin- 
cidence that some inflatables are made 
by tire companies: England’s Avon, Ger- 
many’s Metzeler, and Austria’s Semper- 
it.) This process is called calendering. 
The nylon is passed through heavy roll- 
ers and the Hypalon is forced through 
the weave under pressure to form a ho- 
mogenous mass. 

Some manufacturers use Hypalon only 


on the outside surface, reasoning that its

atmosphere and chemical resistant qual- 
ities are most useful there. Some mix the. 
material with Neoprene. Hypalon is a 
catchword in inflatable advertising, and 
everyone who uses it displays the name 


prominently. When choosing your boat, 


determine how the material is used in 
construction. i 
some boats are made with ciitewed 


PVC, and their manufacturers make 
strong cases for their products. It comes — 
close to the strength of Hypalon in all as- 
pects except resistance to high heat and — 
strong solvents. PVC is easier to recoat 
when abraded, and is lowerin initial cost. 
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CHAMBERS AND PONTOONS 
Try to submerge a volleyball and you 


will get an idea of the buoyancy of an in- . 


flatable boat. Buoyancy is the key to its 
high payload, incredible stability and 
ability to stay afloat with plenty of free- 
board even when the interior is complete- 
ly full of water. The amount of air in the 
pontoons determines buoyancy. This is 
determined not only by the overall length 
of the boat, but also by the diameter of 
the tubes. Tube diameter is a trade-off. 
Larger diameter tubes provide more 
- buoyancy and splash protection, but en- 
croach on interior space. Unless the 
beam of the boat is increased to accom- 
modate the wider tubes, valuable stor- 
age space is lost. 

Sportboat tubes always project a con- 
siderable distance past the transom. The 
purpose is to counterbalance the weight 
and the thrust of the engine. Without the 
extended pontoons, the boat would be 
extremely stern heavy. A sudden appli- 
cation of power could result in a spectac- 
ular back somersault. Generally speak- 
_ ing, the more tube projecting behind the 


transom, the greater the horsepower ca- 
pacity of the boat. However, tubes of 
| greater diameter can also offset engine’ 


weight with increased buoyancy. 
_ Air inthe pontoons is carried in several 
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chambers. Most sportboats have three: 


One in the bow and one on each side. 


This is one of the key safety features of in- 
flatable boats. If a puncture occurs and 
the air in one chamber is completely lost, 
the air in the remaining chambers is more 
than enough to keep the craft afloat and 
allow the crew to return safely home. As a 
matter of fact, many companies claim 
that their products will safely float on only 
one of the three chambers. Actually, a 
puncture at the waterline will result in the 
loss of pressure, but a lot of air will be 
trapped in the top of the tube. Going one 


_ step further, Novurania sales literature 


points out that even with all air drained 
from all chambers, the keel and floor- 
board provide enough structural stability 


to continue motoring, because the craft 


now becomes. a displacement hull. 


VALVES AND INFLATION 
Several different valve designs are 
found in inflatable boats. Basically, a 


valve should handle a large volume of air, © 


seal properly, and be corrosion resistant. 
No matter how careful you are, sand and 
salt will eventually work its way into the 
valve. Most can. be disassembled and 
cleaned. With others, after first hosing jit 
off thoroughly, put some liquid detergent 
into the valve and let it sit for a while to 


> 


break down the crud. Finally, go through 


a few brief inflation-deflation cycles to 
‘work out the foreign matter. 

Zodiac features a patented valve de- 
sign which allows filling or emptying all 
chambers through one valve. Each valve 
‘body has an extension going through the 
bulkhead, which can be opened or 


_ closed to interconnect the chambers. 


Color coded marks on the valve bodies 
show the proper valve position for filling 
and for running the craft. | 

The leading cause of poor perform- 
ance in a sportboat is improper inflation. 
Many owners are afraid the craft will pop 
if too much air is put in it. Actually, a high 
quality inflatable boat can take twice the 
pressure the manufacturer recom- 
mends. And, it is virtually impossible to 
overinflate a boat using a foot pump. 

A properly inflated boat feels hard. Un- 
like a tire, however, it is designed to ac- 
cept a large volume of air at a relatively 
low pressure. Recommended working 
pressure for most sportboats is around 
three psi. At this pressure, the pontoons 
are firm enough to securely lock the floor- 
boards in position. They are stiff enough 
to resist “hogging,” the tendency to bend 
like a sausage. When a boat is hogging, 
the propeller pushes itself under the tran- 


som, causing increased drag and poor 
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performance. ‘The floorboards in a soft 


boat slide back and forth, chafing the — 


strips which join the floor fabric to the 
pontoons. Seagull Marine’s Dossett 
‘states, “... about half the owners are 
waffling around in half inflated boats. If 
-you don't fully inflate your Avon you might 
just as well buy a cheap raft... that can 
only take soft pressure.’ 

Inflating a boat by foot pump isa 10 to 
15 minute operation. Small electric 
pumps that plug into a car’s cigarette 
lighter can cut the time by’ two-thirds. 
They put in a large volume of air very 
quickly, but it will still have to be topped 
-off with a foot pump because of tHe 
pumps’ limited pressure capabilities. |m- 


patient owners sometimes use service 


station hoses or scuba tanks to do the 
job. Both methods. work, but caution is 
_ advised. Once the boat is hard, the pres- 
sure can quickly jump from a safe three 
pounds to an explosive 15 pounds or 
more. The proper way is to use the high 
pressure air merely for volume, leaving 
the pontoons soft. Then finish up with the 
foot pump. When you think you are fin- 
ished, stand on the tube. It should sup- 
port your weight without sagging. Check 
with. a pressure gauge, available from 
most manufacturers. Remember, the air 
~will-cool once the boat is placed in the

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water. Charles’ Law takes effect, and the 


pressure drops. Put in some extra air if. 


the boat is being inflated in the hot sun. 


KEELS 


Keel design is perhaps the leading | 


factor that affects the ride and handling 
of an inflatable boat. Some companies 


use a wooden keel, some use an inflat- 


able one. Each.group claims its design is 
superior and a good case can be made 
for each. A keel enables the bow of the 


Craft to bite into the swells for directional 
Stability at speed. It counteracts the ten- 


dency of crosswinds to blow the boat off 
course. It also supports the floorboards 


and decreases drag by keeping the bow 
up. | 


“Wooden keels generally handle better 
and give relatively smoother rides. The 


_ bottom forms a sharper V, allowing it to 
bite into the swell. The improved longi- . 


tudinal stiffness also counteracts the ten- 
dency to hog. On the negative side, the 
wooden keel is heavier and harder to as- 
semble. It usually comes in two pieces 
for compact storage, but this increases 
the number of brackets and screws. It 
adds stress to the bottom fabric and, 
over a period of time, can distort or tear it. 


Damage to the boat is more likely if a 
hard object is struck with a wooden keel

above disadvantages, but has a more 


rounded bottom contour which doesn’t — 
bite as well. It tends to slide more on turns 


and bounce more in swells.

Finally, Inflatable Sys- 
tems’ Bota Cat features a catamaran hull 
design. 


FLOORBOARDS AND TRANSOMS_ 


Most floorboards are made of top qual- ; 


ity marine plywood and are covered with 


shellac or marine varnish. They are the 
most abused component of an inflatable 


boat and the one requiring the most care. 
The clear finish looks beautiful when 
new, but every scratch shows. And when 
divers are on board, scratches and dings 
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are inevitable. One way to forestall the in- 
evitable is to cover the floorboards. 
Some companies offer a fitted expanded 

vinyl covering. Indoor-outdoor carpeting 
is cheaper, and can be cut to fit, but 
tends to slide around a lot. Avoid mate- 
rial with a foam rubber backing because 
it will disintegrate. At least once a year, or 
more often if unprotected, the floor- 
boards should be sanded and recoated 
with a high grade marine varnish. Failure 
to do so could cause delamination or dry 
rot. 

‘ Zodiac offers aluminum floorboards 
which are a bit heavier and more expen- 
sive, but virtually invulnerable to abuse. 

Floorboards are always a tight fit. The 
first time, you will swear the dealer gave 
you 13 foot floorboards for your 12 foot 
boat. Read the instructions carefully be- 
fore assembling. Better yet, ask the deal- 
er to show you how it’s done. Then, ac- 
cording to Scott McIntosh of Port-a-Ma- 
rine, “Assemble it first on your living room 
floor for practice. That's better than look- 
ing like a fool on the beach with your girl- 
friend and 100 people watching.” 

The transom must be sturdy, rein- 
forced, and properly mounted. It should 
have a metal plate to accept the engine 
mounting. screws. Some divers will drill 
an additional hole in the transom to ac- 
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cept an auxiliary mounting screw, One 


episode, when the engine shifted on its 
~mount, with its propeller buzzing near the 


end of the pontoons, convinced me of the 
wisdom of such a move. 

The area where the rear floorboard fits 
against the base of the transom gets a lot 


of chafe and wear, as does the fabric 


floor under the transom. This gets chafed 
when the boat is trailered or carried on 
top ofacar. Both areas must be checked 


periodically and should be patched or re-- 


surfaced as needed. | i 3 
lf your boat isn't already equipped with 


a self bailer it can be installed by the.

ENGINE 
It takes a lot less power to move an ih- 


_flatable through the water, owing to its 


light weight and shallow draft. A smaller 
engine is lighter, easier to handle, and 
provides fuel economy with lower initial 
cost. A large, powerful motor will in- 


crease stress on the transom and floor- 
boards. Since divers are usually more 


concerned with payload than top speed

it is better to think small where engines 
are concerned. A 25hp engine weighs 
around 100 pounds, and is about the 
largest one a man can carry. It has 
enough power to plane a 12 to 14 foot 
boat unless it is grossly overloaded, and 
it doesn’t stress the hull. Scubapro en- 
gineer Jim Dexter, an avid inflatable buff, 
says, :‘A 12 footer powered by a 25 
should last forever.’ Get the smallest en- 


gine which will fit your needs and leave © 


the big ones to the water skiers. 


DIVING ACCESSORIES 

Having selected your boat and engine, 
it is now time to outfit it for diving. If any 
cash is left in your bank account, this 
should eliminate it! 

First, you will need an anchor. Most 
owners prefer the Navy anchor with 
rounded flukes that will not harm the pon- 
toons. A light Danforth with about 15 feet 
of chain will hold better, but the pointed 


flukes could be detrimental to the health 


of your Hypalon. The answer is to keep it 
all, anchor, chain, and line in a plastic 
bucket. The bucket should ride at the 
stern, where it is least likely to bounce 
and the driver can watch it. ! 
Many boats come with a bowdodger, 
or bow deck. Some are permanent, oth- 
ers removable. They provide a dry area 
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up front, where properly protected 


equipment such as food, clothes, and 


- Cameras can be stored. It also prevents 
people from walking or dripping on the 


protected gear. And finally, it acts as a 
windbreak.and spray shield when a plas- 


tic windscreen is: mounted on it. Wind-: 


screens are weak and break easily, but 
can help protect the crew from the 
elements. 

Launching wheels are extremely help- 
ful when the boat must be moved a long 


distance while assembled. One person 
~ can handle it because the motor counter- 


balances the weight of the boat. Wheels 
can even aid in launching through surf by 
allowing the engine to be lowered and 
started in shallow water, although a lot of 
help is needed to keep the bow into the 
waves. The best wheels are inflatable 
ones which float and have hubs that can 
be greased.. 

How about a bag of gasoline? It is 00S- 
sible to buy a flexible, reinforced synthe- 
tic rubber gas tank. Made with the tech- 


nology that produced fuel cells in Grand . 


Prix cars, these tanks are corrosion proof 
and won't damage the floorboards if they 
bounce. A 13 gallon tank takes no more 


. space than a six gallon steel tank, and 
the fuel doésn’t slosh because the tank 


collapses as it empties. It's expensive, 
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but should outlast two sets of steel tanks. 


Personal flotation devices (PFD’s) are’ 


required by the Coast Guard for all 
boats. Wetsuits and BC’s don’t count: 


they are not Coast Guard approved. 
Floating cushions can be used for boats. 


less than 17 feet long, and one must be 


on board for each passenger. The cush- 


ions can double as seats or as floats for 
the current line while diving. 

’ D-rings are valuable for attaching lines 
to hang various items overboard: game 
bags, cameras, pole spears, tanks, or 


mutinous crew members. Clip lines will 


hold them securely. A Bimini top will pro- 
vide shade and keep your brain from 
boiling in the hot Baja sun. A battery- 
powered, portable depth finder will help 
you find those deep reefs. Waterproof 
pouches will keep clothes and charts 
dry. You will need battery powered run- 


_ ning lights if you plan to be out after dark, 
-and a good marine compass to find your 


way once you are out of sight of land.

THE INFLATABLE AS A DIVE BOAT 


The keys to successful diving from an 
inflatable boat are planning and organi- 
zation. Deck space is limited, and divers 
have never been noted to travel light. If 
you are going wreck diving, bring a rigid 
plastic box for sharp objects you might 


game. Make sure speartips are covered. 
If photography is your aim, bring camera 
lines on which to clip cameras at the dive 
site. Small plastic coolers will keep after- 
dive munchies intact and dry. Plan - 
ahead. — | 
Assemble as much equipment as pos- 
sible before loading the boat. Attach 
backpacks and regulators to the tanks. 
Suiting up in a small boat is a hassle, and 
rides are usually quite wet, so wetsuits 
should be put on before entering the 
boat. On a. hot day, this might be re- 
stricted to wetsuit pants, boots and knife. 
All other equipment is. stowed in a gear 
bag. No glass objects should be allowed 
on board. ! 
It is best to load the boat from the cen- 


ter out, and tanks go in first. Some divers 


stand them up in tank racks. | prefer to lay 
them in the middle third of the boat, par- 
allel to the transom. Be sure the valves 
are padded to protect from chafing, and 
attached BC’s are protected. The anchor 
bucket and gas can go in the stern; gear > 
bags and other light, soft equipment go 
forward. Two-thirds of the weight should 


’ be aft amidships. Passengers are used 


as adjustable weight to trim the craft for

When the boat is crowded, pas- 
sengers will have to sit on the pontoons. 
It can be an uncomfortable, bouncy ride. 
Give them something to hang on to, such 
as a line attached to a D-ring at floor- 
board level on the opposite side. Even 
$0, a long trip is tough physically and 
psychologically. Take a break every 45 
minutes on along crossing to give-aching 
backs a chance to recover. As veteran 
diver Ty Decker puts it, “The boats can 
take long trips, the people can't.” 

After arriving at the dive site and an- 
choring, clear as much deck space as 
possible. This is done by throwing the 

tanks overboard attached to a stern line, 
_ with BC’s inflated. Back inflation units or 
buoyancy jackets make it relatively easy 
to put the tank unit on and remove it in the 
water, tremendously simplifying the 
gearing up operation, Cameras and 
- spears are then hung over the side. With 
the decks relatively clear, divers can fin- 
ish suiting up. Those using horsecollar 
~BC’s can put on their tanks in the boat 
after the others enter the water. 

The back roll entry can be used from 
the pontoon, or the diver can merely turn, 
hang his/her feet over the side, and slip 
into the water. If a strong current is pres- 
ent, along line should be attached to the 
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stern with a floating cushion at the end of 
it acting as a buoy. 

Any boat dive should begin with a trip 
down the anchor line to check the hook. 
You want to be sure the anchor won't slip 


while you are diving and also ensure that. 


it won't become fouled while you are try- 
ing to recover it after the dive. 

Reentering the boat after diving is easy 
if the tank and weights are removed first. 
The weightbelt can be slipped into the 
boat, the tank securely hooked on the 
clip line. Thus unencumbered by some 
60 extra pounds, it is easy for the diver to 
place both hands on the pontoon, flutter 
kick, and lift himself/herself aboard. 
Once your hips are over the gunwhale, 
just flop over, and you are in. | 

After everybody is aboard, fed, and 
the gear stowed, the tanks are brought 
on board. Game should be hung-over the 
side in goodie bags until it’s time to 
leave. Then it is placed in a bucket to 
keep the slime and smell off the carpet. 
Any shells brought aboard should be im- 
mediately placed in the bucket because 
broken bits have a way of ending up 
under the edge of the floorboards, to the 
detriment of the hull. Finally, before leav- 
ing, check to be sure all fragile equip- 
ment is well-padded, and placed out of 
harm's way. |

TRANSPORTING AN INFLATABLE 

Larger boats will have to be trailered 
on trips. The best trailers have boards 
which support the pontoons and the 
transom. | 

Pad all areas of possible chafe, espe- 
cially under the transom. The boat will be 
more stable with the keel deflated. A trail- 
ered boat can carry more heavy gear 
than one transported on a car top, but 
don’t overload it and make sure every- 
thing is wedged in so it won't shift. Lash it 
down securely, not only at the ends, but 
also the sides. It is best to tie each side 
independently, then pad any area where 


the rope may rub against the fabric. 


A 12 to 14 foot boat is usually easier to 
carry folded on long trips. However, If 
space is at a premium, the boat can ride 


on top of the car or van and act as acar. 
top carrier for bulky objects, such as_ 
“gear bags, gasoline cans, anchor buck- 
et, and camping equipment. Everything 


mentioned in.trailering applies here, plus 
a few more things. If the roof is too short 
to support the entire boat, let the bow 
hang over and make sure the transom is 
supported. Lash the bow tightly, but be 
sure the lashing doesn’t interfere with the 
action of the windshield wipers. 
Temperature variations will affect the 


pressure in the hull. When it cools, espe--

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cially while traveling at night, air in the 
chambers will contract, causing the boat 
to become quite flabby. You will become 
aware of this when the lines go slack. To 
prevent the boat from shifting around on 
_ the car top, add air or tighten the lines. In 
very hot weather, internal pressure will in- 


crease and some air should be let out. . 


CARE AND REPAIR 

The hull of an inflatable requires a mini- 
mum of care. Wash it after use and store 
it, either full or empty. If full, release a 


small amount of air to relieve stress on 
the seams. Wash and dry the floor mats — 


— do not leave them in the boat. If the fin- 
ish looks a bit dull, Armor-all will have it 
looking like new. 

Every once in a while, remove the floor- 
boards and wash out any: sand or grit 
which might have worked its way under- 
neath. At least once a year, refinish the 
floorboards with two coats of marine var- 
nish. Small punctures are relatively easy 
to repair in the field. Buff the area to be 
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patched with fine grain sandpaper. Mak- 
ing sure it and the patch are dry, spread 
contact cement according to the manu- 
facturer’s instructions. Apply the patch, 
and let the glue set before any pressure 
is applied. Large tears can be temporari- 


_ly patched, but it is best to have them 


professionally repaired when you get 
home. Patching a boat is an art and the 
pros can do it right. ae ; 
A temporary fix, if you are out in the 
bush, should be sewn first. Use heavy 
rayon thread, not nylon because it 
stretches. The stretching will cause the 
seam to flex and eventually can tear the 


‘patch loose. Rayon fishing line is a good 


material for this purpose. 


Monitor the major stress points in the 


boat. They are the V-doublers (strips 
which pad the seam where the floor joins 


the tubes) and the junction of the transom 


with the floor and the tubes. If thread 
starts to show through the fabric, recoat 
it. Neoprene cement works well. If the 


Strips have been heavily chafed, remove 


them. and replace with new ones.

Most inflatable boat designs are basic- 
ally similar. The differences are subtle 
and lie primarily in materials and work- 
manship. Before buying a boat, learn as 
much as you can. Talk to divers who own 
inflatables, and go along on a dive if pos- 
sible. Remember, divers demand more 
from a boat than does the average boat 
owner. Read evaluations in boating mag- 
azines, get catalogues; compare prices 
and specifications. A current book which 
covers the subject well is The Complete 
Book of Inflatable Boats by Don Hubbard 
(Western Marine Enterprises, Inc., Box 
Q, Ventura, CA 93002). | 

When you are ready to make the move, 
seek out a dealer with a full service de- 
partment who knows the product and 
can stand behind the warranty. Consider 
the background and experience of the 
manufacturer.and the availability of 
parts. Then buy the best quality boat you 
can afford. You will be assured of many 
hours of diving experiences in the only

be enderson Aquatics was born in 1965 
in a converted boat yard at Port Eliz- 
abeth, New Jersey. It was a tiny com- 
pany that spent the better part of ten 
years struggling to keep its head above 
water while producing wetsuits on a lim- 
ited distribution basis. It was so small 
that divers living in the Mid-West and on 
the West Coast hardly knew of its exis- 
tence. In 1974, the Henderson factory 
burned to the ground in a major fire and 
its future appeared uncertain. It was at 
this precise moment of chaos and inde- 
cision that Allan Edmund, then 28 years 
old, stepped in to assume responsibility 
for the general management of this 
shaky little firm. 

-Allan’s love affair with the sea started 
early in life. He began diving at 12 and 














became a certified scuba diver at 15. He 
made his first dive in a Pennsylvania 
quarry and from then on spent practic- 
ally every summer diving and fishing off 
the New Jersey shore. 

While attending Vanderbilt University 
_ in Tennessee, Allan joined the swimming 
team just to stay close to the water. He 
~ graduated from college in 1969 with a 
degree in mechanical engineering. 
After graduation, Allan began work at a 
plastics extrusion company, but was 
soon recruited as a management trainee 
for a giant corporate conglomerate en- 
gaged in the manufacture of engine 
bearings, oil seals and pressure fit- 
tings. It was during his six year indus- 
trial internship that Allan sharpened his 
skills at equipment design and com- 
pany management. After the fire at Port 
Elizabeth, Allan returned to his home 
‘state of New Jersey to take up the chal- 
lenge of saving a foundering company. 

During the past five years Allan has 
worked miracles at Henderson. He 
moved the factory from Port Elizabeth to 
the small industrial town of Millville, 
where there was a far better labor mar- 
ket. Next, he set about redesigning the 
product line and improving the com- 
pany’s manufacturing methods. Allan's 
flare for equipment design enabled him 
to invent and build specialized machin- 
ery for manufacturing wetsuits faster 
and better while keeping the price 
down. His goal was to produce quality 
dive suits at extremely competitive 


prices — prices any diver could afford. 


Under Allan’s shrewd management, 
Henderson has flourished. Over the 
years he built the company into a size- 


able manufacturing firm with 35 em- . 


ployees and a sales volume in the 
millions. 

. Perhaps one of the ‘key factors in Hen- 
- Gerson Aquatics’ success is its unique 
approach to product development. It is 
not often you find the president of a 
company test diving its products every 
weekend, year after year. 

Allan possesses an insatiable thirst 
for diving. He averages over 175 dives 
yearly, mostly on the wrecks offshore the 
New Jersey coast. He operates his own 
dive boat — an ultra fast 21 foot Mako 
powered by a 200hp Mercury outboard. 
With this speedy craft Allan and his 
companions can zip out to the wrecks in 
short order. His boat is equipped with 
the latest in electronic gear for locating 
wrecks, including dual track Loran C 
and a recording depth finder. Allan usu- 
ally zeroes in on wrecks in depths to 120 
feet, diving for lobster or hang for un- 
usual artifacts. 

However, a good deal of Allan’ S dive 
time is devoted to testing his new suit 


designs and production samples taken 
right off the rack. Conditions are ideal 
for dive suit testing — bottom tempera- 
tures in Jersey waters range from 45 to 
50 degrees on a year-round basis. To 
Allan, these weekly forays to the off- 
shore wrecks represent an opportunity 
for him to combine his first love with his 
weekly labor. : 

Testing his own suit designs has in- 
deed opened Allan's mind to the reaili- 
ties of equipment function. The sea is 


- harsh environment. What started out as. 


a great idea on the drawing board may 
sometimes turn into a meddilesome 


‘problem in the open sea. 


Allan's program of weekly test dives 
has provided him with first hand expe- 
rience without the usual bias of third 


party interpretation. He conducts a con- © 


tinuing program of test, modify, test, fix 
and test again. This round robin of 
weekly open water excursions has al- 
lowed him to speed the development of 
new designs, thus bringing the product 
to market remarkably fast. 

Allan's pet project has been the de- 
velopment of an inexpensive drysuit for 
sport diving. His goal is to build a quality 
drysuit design for the same price as a 
wetsuit. He is convinced that drysuits 
may be the key to solving the diver 
drop-out problem in cold water regions 
of the U.S. ‘You cannot expect people to 
remain enthusiastic about this sport if 
they are freezing and uncomfortable,” 
says Allan. His personal research on 
dive suit insulation indicates that a good 
drysuit is two to three times warmer than 
the best built custom wetsuit — espe- 
cially at depths from 60 to 120 feet. 

Allan set about tackling two major 
challenges simultaneously. First, build a 


_ drysuit that is both practical and com- 


fortable for sport diving use and sec- 
ond, offer that drysuit at a price within 
the reach of the average sport diver. . 
Allan solved the first challenge by de- 
signing a form-fitting drysuit, snug in the 








legs and boot area. The fit in the lower. 


portion of the body is almost as tight as 
that of a wetsuit. This eliminates trapping 


large volumes of air in the suit. In addi-. 


tion, the tight fitting design allows more 


ease of movement and eliminates the 


cumbersome bulk normally, associated 
with drysuits. Allan is 6'1” tall and 
weighs 195 pounds and he uses ap- 
proximately 26 pounds of lead for neu- 
tral buoyancy when wearing this suit. 
Allan solved the second challenge, 
price, by developing an inexpensive 
manufacturing method that eliminates 
much of the high cost of the labor 
needed for building and repeatedly 
testing an airtight suit. The Henderson 
Suit is constructed of a special neo- 
prene rubber with skin inside and nylon 
or lycra fabric on the outside. Because 
of the skin inside, this unique drysuit can 
be constructed quickly and easily. All 
internal seams are taped and bonded 
for airtight integrity. This approach to 


drysuit construction has helped to elim- 


inate many intermediate labor steps and 
effected a huge savings in costs. Allan 


can now bring an inexpensive drysuit to ~ 
the marketplace for a retail cost of ap- 


proximately $360 to $400. 

Allan has also developed a unique 
method for putting the Henderson dry- 
suit on with amazing ease and speed. 


The suit ts first turned inside out and then | 
“peeled on” from the booties upward. 


The suit literally rolls on the diver with a 
minimum of hassle. A set of illustrated 


instructions are packed with every dry- 


suit Henderson ships out the door. 


Allan’s most recent innovation was the. 


introduction of the Lycra Drysuit (LDS), 


which combines fashion styling with the , 


already proven design of the Henderson 
drysuit. The new LDS utilizes lycra in 
place of standard nylon for the exterior.

he Florida Keys area chain of more than 200 low- ly- 

T ing islands or cays that were formed by ancient reef 

building or sedimentation processes during the last 

great Ice Age. Beginning just offshore Miami they run more or 

less continuously in a southerly direction gradually curving 

westerly until they end at Key West 180 miles away. The 

major reason for the popularity of the keys for divers is the 

clear water and true coral reefs on the edge of the Atlantic. 
bank. 

Offshore, a linear reef system with extensive patch reefs on 
the inside, follows the keys the entire distance. While not 
quite the great Barrier Reef, the reef system of the Florida 
Keys is an impressive geological formation unique to the 
continental U.S. 

The second reason for the success of the keys is that they 
are the only tropical islands with living coral reefs that you can 
reach by car. From Jewfish Creek to Key West the island 
chain is connected by the longest overseas highway in the 

world, an amazing 108 mile ee ‘that links 31 islands with 
40 bridges. 

The third most important attraction is the unlimited support 
services that flourish in response to the large population of 
traveling divers. Dive shops are spotted more frequently than 

fast food chains and charter boats are only minutes away 
from any motel. Nowhere in the world, mile for mile, are there 
so many diver oriented services as there are in the keys. 
These include air, rentals, repairs, instruction, charters and 
guide services. 

If you are driving 
through Florida, re- 
member that some of 
the best stocked 
dive stores in the 
world are found a 
short distance from 

the highway. The 
Florida Keys are the 
mass merchandising 
model for diver tour- 
ism — the Sears and 
Roebuck for the 
scuba Set. It’s not 
Truk Lagoon, but is 
darn good coral reef 
diving with more bot- 
tom time for your 
bucks than any- 
where in the tropics. 
And for the fish- 7

A DIVER’S PERSPECTIVE 

The most important realization in preparing to dive the Flor- 
ida Keys is that you are totally committed to boat diving. 
There are really no coral reefs or good dive spots that you can 
swim to from shore and therefore the very few sandy beaches 
in the keys do not provide any serious snorkeling or scuba 
diving. The water close to shore is usually too shallow and not 
very clear. With the large number of charter services 
available, finding a professional skipper with a well designed

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and properly maintained dive boat is no 
problem. Competition keeps prices fairly 
standard and the service is almost al- 
ways excellent. Your choice of who to go 
with is based upon reputation, size of the 
boat, kind of dives you want and perhaps 
the personalities of the crew members. 
Most operations offer a morning and af- 
ternoon reef trip. Each trip features a two 
tank dive, usually at two separate reef 
locations. 

For those seasoned keys divers who 
are experienced with boats, weather and 
local navigation, there are some boat 


rentals available. These are usually less — 


than 20 feet in length. The offshore dive 
spots may be difficult to locate without a 
local guide. Keep in mind if you are out on 


your own that Florida law requires you to ~ 


display a divers down flag anytime that 
you have a swimmer, snorkeler or diver in 
the water. 

No one area of the Florida Keys has a 
monopoly on coral reefs or clear water. 
Each area has its favorite spots and 
which part of the keys offers the best div- 
ing is only a matter of opinion. It is logical 
to assume that some of the more prolific 
reefs are located offshore the larger is- 
lands which tend to protect the corals 
from the temperature extremes of the 
shallow Florida Bay. In a later section, | 
will identify some of my personal favorite 
dive sites. 

Keep in mind that as the keys swing 
from south to west conditions can 
change within 100 miles due to a chang- 
ing lee. For example, a strong wind from

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the north/northeast may have a greater 
effect on wave height and visibility in the 
upper keys than in the lower keys. For a 
heavy south wind, the opposite may be 
true. The prevailing winds in the keys are 
southeast in the summer and northeast in 
the winter. Anything less than 20 knots is 
fair game and produces tolerable sea 
conditions. While visibility is most often 
affected by the speed and direction of 
the wind, it is also influenced by tides, 
currents, plankton blooms and the posi- 
tion of the Gulfstream. In general, the 
clearest water is found at high tide on the 
outer reefs with light winds blowing on- 
shore. Without offering further details, it is 
sufficient to say that the factors influenc- 
ing visibility are complex and that if 
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Marathon 




















youre looking for the clearest water, 
leave the selection of dive site up to the 
skipper. His local knowledge, combined 
with marine radio communication with 
other dive charter boats will identify the 
best spot to dive. 

The most dependable dive conditions 
are found from May through September. 
The winds are more likely to be low and 
the visibility high. This is just a rule of 
thumb, however, as tides and currents 
are localized and afternoon thunder 
showers are a possible consideration. 
The worst months are probably January 
through March, although some of my fa- 
vorite days are just after a cold front 
passes when the seas calm down com- 
pletely, the Gulfstream has moved in 
over the reefs and there’s not a cloud in 
the sky. Most divers wear at least a wet- 


Suit jacket in the winter. Winter water tem- 


peratures may get as low as 68°F, in the 
summer water temperature stays around 
80°F. 

The best diving month with the least 
amount of people is September. The 
busiest weekends are around Christmas, 
Easter, the Fourth of July and Labor Day. 

Probably the most fascinating attrac- 
tion of the keys coral reefs is the abun- 
dance of fish life. Schooling fish in partic- 
ular are very numerous. It is not hard to 
find chubs, snappers, grunts, porkfish, 
goatfish and spadefish in large numbers. 
_ The only true environmental hazard in 
the keys, other than venturing outside in 
very rough seas, would be the tidal cur- 
rents or the Gulfstream current. They can 


be unpredictable and at times approach 
a speed of two knots over the reefs. Fire 
coral and sea urchins are about the only 
menacing creatures of any concern. 
Watch out for jellyfish or man-o-war in the 


— winter. 


For the purpose of classification, it is 
convenient to divide the Florida Keys into 
four areas. This division is made on the 
basis of geography and commerce rath- 
er than with regard to dive areas. There is 
a good deal of overlap, with many reefs 
being visited by dive boats from more 
than one area depending on schedule, 
and size and speed of the boat. Of the 
hundreds of dive spots throughout the 
keys, the list of recommended spots is 
based on popularity, convenience and 
personal favorites. 


KEY LARGO AND PENNEKAMP PARK 

Key Largo is the first major island after 
you leave the mainland and one of the 
most attractive to divers. Presently, there 
are about 20 dive boats working out of 
Key Largo and most trips are run to reefs 
and wrecks inside Pennekamp Park. The 
park, which is 22 miles long and six miles 
wide, has been protected from coral col- 
lectors, spearfishermen and tropical fish 


collectors since it was declared a Nation- © 


al Monument a little more than 20 years 
ago. This has permitted the marine life to 


_ become fairly comfortable with the pres- 


ence of divers and as’a result, many of 
the better known reefs in Pennekamp are 
fantastic for fishwatching and photog- 
raphy. There are camping facilities at the 


park headquarters and Steve Frink’s 
photo service offers daily Ektachrome 
processing and an excellent selection of 
rental photo gear. 

Eight miles northeast of Key Largo’s 
north cut, on the outside edge of the 
park, is Carysfort reef, well marked by a 
100 foot steel tower lighthouse, the first 
erected in the keys. Of the better dive 
areas in the park, Carysfort is one of the 
least crowded due to its distance from 
most of the operators. Carysfort offers 
excellent snorkeling just south of the 
tower with acres of elkhorn coral in 2-20 
feet of water. Several years ago, Ameri- 
can Dive Headquarters showed me a 
deep reef a few hundred yards northeast 
of the tower that is quite spectacular. In 
45 feet of water a beautiful cascading 
Slope of staghorn coral, with schools of 
porkfish, gradually gives way to a flat 
sandy bottom at about 80 feet. Large 
grouper and hogfish are common and 
during the spring, large turtles are fre- 
quently seen. 

The Elbow is an intelesting area, 
marked by a 36 foot light tower in the mid- 
dle and toward the outside of the park. 
Fifty yards east, southeast of the tower, is 
an extensive elkhorn reef in shallow water 
suitable for snorkeling or scuba. All 
around the Elbow are the broken remains 
of several shipwrecks. Depths are 6-25 
feet. 

Christ of the Abyss is located six miles 
east, northeast of Key Largo’s south cut 
in 20 feet of water. This famous statue 
weighs 4000 pounds and is 11 feet tall; a

the charter schedules. A very interesting 
place to start sampling Middle Keys dive 
sites is a wide spread area known as the 
Coffin’s Patch. This is a mile long stretch 
of scattered patch reefs located three 
and one-half miles southeast of Key Col- 
ony Beach. Some of the patches have pil- 
lar coral formations and the average 
depth is 35 feet. There are at least a 
dozen good dive spots in the area. 

Delta Shoals is a shallow reef made up 
of scattered coral heads one and one- 
half miles east, northeast of Sombrero 
light. The remains of several wrecks can 
be found along the outside of the reef. 

The most popular dive spot in the Mar- 
athon area is Sombrero Reef, seven and 
one-half miles southwest of Key Colony 
Beach. It is marked by a 142 foot light 
tower which makes it easy to find and ac- 
counts for part of the area’s popularity. 
My most recent trip to Sombrero was 
aboard the Lady Key Diver from the 
Hall's Diving Center and Captain Chuck 
Saunders showed me a beautiful photo- 
genic coral archway in shallow water just 
south of the light. Sombrero is character- 
ized by extremely heavy fingers of coral 
and a well developed spur and groove 
system. There are magnificent ledges 
and ravines with colorful sponges and 
seafans over a wide area of bottom. This 
reef is worth several dives depending on 
the visibility. 

There are extensive deep reefs 
throughout the Marathon area that have 
steep slopes of coral and huge sponge 
formations. The depths are generally 
50-90 feet. Each operator has his favorite 
sleeper spots which he will be pleased to 
show you, along with some of the more 
standard dives. 

Looe Key is one of the most beautiful 
reef dives in all the Florida Keys. This is 
actually a large reef area about six and 
one-half miles south, southeast of Big 
Pine Key and is awash at low tide. Sever- 
al Marathon operators have boats and 
schedules that permit them to reach 
Looe Key on a semi-regular basis and it is 
definitely a dive to put on the top of your 
list. Depths range from 2-40 feet on the 
heaviest section of the reef which fea- 
tures lots of fish and a heavy system of 
coral fingers, ledges and overhangs. 
About one-quarter of a mile out from Looe 
Key, the bottom recorder will take a fast 
dip from 50-90 feet, signaling an excel- 
lent deep reef with an almost vertical 
drop-off. 


KEY WEST 

Just when you think you have the keys 
figured out, you hit Key West, the last re- 
sort and the end of the road. In addition to 
some very interesting diving and excel- 
lent accommodations and support sern- 
ices, Key West is the Bohemia of the Flor- 
ida Keys.

one is very photogenic. The Aquanaut is 
an 82 foot steel tugboat with its hull and 
superstructure intact. The wreck was 
shown to me by Capt. Franco Piacibello 
of the Reef Raiders Dive Shop and lies in 
80 feet of water not far from the Sambos. 
When current and visibility allow, it is 
possible to anchor on the wreck for a 
safe, 30 minute no decompression dive. 
There are normally a lot of fish on the 
wreck and it’s not unusual to see several 
large groupers. The wheelhouse is in 
pretty good condition and covered with 
marine growth. With care, you can swim 
into the pilothouse and photograph a 
diver on the outside framed through a 
window. As with most shipwrecks, it is 
necessary to watch out for fishing lines. 

A two week vacation in the keys will 
allow for a good cross section of dive 
sites and enough time to discover what 
each area has to offer. Three days in 
each of the seven areas we have identi- 
fied will produce dozens of dives and 
enough bottom time to satisfy almost 
every fish watcher or photographer. Flor- 
ida’s sunny islands and the Great Ameri- 
can Reef offer the pleasures of tropical 
diving within everyone's reach. 

When you drive to the keys, remember 
that some of the best dive shops, with

cruise to the wreck of the Rhone, in the 
British Virgin Islands. This trip usually de- 
parts at 7:00 am and returns to St. Croix 
in time for dinner. The Rhone trip is a two- 
tank dive and a box lunch from the hotel 
is recommended. 

Over the last decade, Larry Angus and 
his staff of experienced dive guides have 
discovered and catalogued more than 
50 excellent dive sites among the reefs 
and drop-offs that surround St. Croix. To- 
day, Larry has one of the largest reper- 
toires of dive sites on the island. Cus- 
tomers return year after year and Larry 
continues to surprise them with new, ex- 
citing locations on every visit. 

One of his favorite dive sites is a reef 
that lies quite close to the Buccaneer 
pier. Less than one mile from the dock, 
Green Cay Slope can be reached in a 
matter of minutes and provides endless 
hours of diving delight. The reef has a 45 
degree coral slope ranging in depth from 
35 to 100 feet. Visibility in this location 
often exceeds 100 feet and the slope is 
loaded with fish. It is particularly famous 
for its pufferfish and Larry has an un- 
canny ability for catching one of these 
creatures by hand on almost every dive 
trio. When this strange fish is scratched 
on its stomach, it immediately begins 
gulping seawater, swelling its body into a 
big balloon. Other residents of this reef 
include barracuda, schooling jacks, 
spadefish and eagle rays. 

Less than 10 minutes by boat ride to 
the west is Long Reef, a medium depth 
coral reef which stretches for several 
miles. Dive depths along this reef range 
from 30 to 80 feet and the coral forma- 
tions change profile depending on where 
the boat is anchored. Midway along this 
reef is a large ravine, 30 feet wide, that 
cuts straight through the massive coral 
reef. There is a low cave on the west side 
of the ravine barely three feet high and 
approximately 20 feet long. Two large 
nurse sharks are frequently seen here 
and the spot has been named Sleeping 
Shark Hole. Other spots along Long Reef 
offer excellent opportunities for viewing 
huge elkhorn coral formations, big brain 
corals and staghorn patches. 

While Buck Island has developed a 
worldwide reputation for snorkeling 
along the shallow underwater trail, there 
is still another side to this remarkably 
beautiful reef. Larry conducts scuba div- 
ing trips to the deeper coral reefs outside 
the underwater trail boundaries where 
scuba is allowed. Here the depths range 
from 35 to 60 feet and divers can view im- 
pressive coral formations and shoot un- 
derwater pictures to their hearts’ content. 
North Cut offers a variety of large coral 
pinnacles and frequently great schools

of fish. The Pillars provide a breathtaking 
view of towering mounds of coral rising 
up from 50 feet of water. Visibility in the 
Buck Island area can range from 70 to 
150 feet. ! 

Another of Larry’s favorites, that he dis- 
covered, is the Stacks. This secret dive 
spot consists of an undulating coral reef 
with coral ridges, valleys and a series of 
mini-walls. Dive depths range from 40 to 
65 feet and visibility frequently exceeds 
100 feet. The mini-walls are covered with 
a colorful array of encrusting sponges, 
tuntcates and other macro marine life. 
These walls are gilded in a brilliant patch- 
work of colors ranging from bright orange 
to electric blue. Other popular dive sites 
include; Salt River Drop-Off, Neptune’s 
Throne, Scotch Bank, Shark Alley, Por- 
poise Rocks and Grapetree Caves.

“Please don’t confuse the Bahamian 
vacation island of San Salvador with the 
stormy capital city of the Central Ameri- 
can Republic of El Salvador,” says Dick 
Batchelder, president of Columbus 
Landings Service Company. “It’s a case 
of mistaken identity.” 

Recent terrorist activities and fighting 
in the Central American City of San Salva- 
dor has made life far from easy for the 
travel desk staff that books reservations 
for one of the most popular dive resorts in 
the Bahama Islands. Confused and unin- 
formed vacationers seem unaware that 
there are two San Salvadors with the iden- 
tical spelling. According to travel desk 
manager, Jan Milbyer, “Things get so 
bad sometimes that even our mail is mis- 
takenly delivered to the other San 
Salvador.

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Answers: Inflatable Boats 


1. C. Rides high in water. With a shallow 
draft and light weight, an inflatable boat is 
affected by wind and waves more than a 
standard boat would be affected. Be alert 
to the effects of wind when launching, 
maneuvering, or anchoring an inflatable. 
An example of a possible problem is a 
diver trying to catch a drifting inflatable 
that is being blown across the water faster 
than the diver can swim. 


2. C. The bow of the boat rises up and 
it flips over backward. Because an 
inflatable is light and sits high in the water, 
it is important to control the bow during 
surf entries. If the surf is more than 
two-three feet in height, the boat should 
be launched elsewhere or the dive 
aborted. Be sure to secure everything in 
the boat well for surf entries and exits. 


3. A. More. The round air compartments 
on the sides of inflatables provide 
excellent stability. As weight on one side 
is increased, the displacement on that 
side increases greatly and that side is 
lowered only slightly. It is quite possible 
for two divers to sit on the same side of an 


inflatable with no danger of it overturning. 


4. B. Less. An inflatable boat will quite 
often simply bounce off obstructions that 
would seriously damage a hard-hulled 
craft. The heavy, coated material from 
which good inflatables are made is 
tougher than many people realize. 
Actually, inflatables are quite durable, hold 
up well and repair easily. This does not 
mean you should be reckless, however. 


5. D. Use the same size or heavier 
anchor and more scope than would be 
used for a standard boat of the same 
size. Because an inflatable is affected 
more by surface wind than a conventional 
boat, it is important to make certain the 
boat is well anchored. The amount of 
anchor line used should be equal to five 
times the depth of the water. 


6. C. Sitting back roll. Inflatables are 

low, stable platforms. This is exactly the 
situation in which a sitting back roll should 
be used. Simply sit on a pontoon, be sure 
the entry area is clear, and roll backward 
into the water. Keep your center of gravity 
low when moving about in an inflatable. 


7. A. The boat will be supported by 
other flotation compartments. Nearly 
all inflatables have multiple air chambers. 
This provides safety via flotation in the 
event of a leak in one of them. Some of the 
better boats have inner air chambers that 
function as a boat within a boat. Should 
the outer chamber be damaged, the inner 
chamber provides flotation and support. 


8. C. Attach tank and weightbelt to a 
gear line, then climb into the boat. 
While it is fairly easy to pull yourself into 
an inflatable, heavy equipment should be 
removed first. Gear lines hung over the 
side with clips attached simplify the 
operation. Be sure to pull the lines aboard 
before getting underway. 


One of the advantages of an 
inflatable is its low maintenance. A 
thorough rinsing after use is about all that 
is required. Floor boards may need some 
occasional attention. With proper use and 
only moderate attention, an inflatable 
boat can provide many years of service.

Creases are harder on the boat 
fabric than no creases. Storing the boat 
fully inflated keeps the material under 
stress andcan stretch the fabric. Parts are 
easier to assemble when they remain 
assembled most of the time.

DIVERS SAVE LIVES 


The New Jersey Council of Diving 
Clubs presented special awards of rec- 
ognition for two separate life-saving acts 
of heroism by members of the New Jer- 
sey scuba diving community. Nelson 
Sousa, Keyport, New Jersey, received 
his award for saving the life of a six year 
old boy who had fallen through thin ice. In 
addition, Roger Muszynski, Hillside, New 
Jersey, and Art Karin, Keyport, New Jer- 
sey, received awards for their open 
water rescue of two victims of a boat 
sinking several miles at sea.

On December 19, 1979, Sousa just 
happened to be passing by moments 
after a young boy had disappeared 
through thin ice..Sousa had one piece of 
dive equipment with him — his drysuit. 
The boy had been underwater for some- 
thing in excess of ten minutes when Nel- 
son Sousa surfaced with his body. The 
boy showed no signs of life for 20 min- 
utes during resuscitation efforts. How- 
ever, this six year old boy recovered and 
is alive and well today. 

In a separate incident on June 16, 
1980, Roger Muszynski and Art Karin 
were returning from a weather-aborted 
check-out dive for new students when 
they received an emergency broadcast 
from the Coast Guard. A fishing vessel 
had sunk off Sandy Hook, New Jersey, 
with six persons on board. A short time 
later, two people were seen floating in the 
water. In spite of continually mounting 
seas, Roger and Art entered the water 
and kept the victims afloat, applying 
mouth-to-snorkel resuscitation until the 
Coast Guard arrived. Unfortunately, two 
other fishermen were lost at sea and one 
of the men rescued by Roger and Art 
died later. However, their commendable 
action saved a life. 

The awards were presented to Nelson, 
Roger and Art at the New Jersey Council 
of Diving Clubs’ fourth annual sympo- 
sium, held at Rutgers University. >=

work. This type of work is more geo- 
graphically stable but does not carry the 
financial rewards of other types of div- 
ing. Offshore work, the choice of many 
graduates, entails traveling to the Gulf 
of Mexico and even remote spots over- 
seas. Bill Brown keeps a detailed chart 
at Diver's Academy on offshore drilling 
directly off the coast of New Jersey. As 
more oil and natural gas wells start to 
produce, students won't have far to go 
to look for jobs. Brown is able to place 
most of his students, if they are willing to 
travel and have shown they are serious 
about entering the dive profession. 

The diver’s training takes about 14 
weeks. During this time the student be- 
comes very familiar with dive physics, 
physiology and decompression theory. 
A solid foundation in these areas is a 
must for commercial divers and the first 
two weeks of classroom work are de- 
voted to these subjects. 

Next comes familiarization with the 
classic commercial diving dress, the 
Navy Mk V. This is the combination of 
canvas suit, weighted shoes and large, 
heavy helmet universally recognized as 
the business suit for working commer- 
cial divers. It is still in popular use in 
most parts of the world; a thorough 
grounding in its use is mandatory for a 
prospective professional diver. 

After the Mk V introduction, other 
equipment is introduced. In addition to 
a full review of scuba skill so extensive 
that basic certification is not required for 
entry to the course, other surface sup- 
plied equipment is introduced. Japan- 
ese equipment, Desco rigs, and Kirby 
Morgan masks are but a few of the light- 
er, newer models that are studied, re- 
paired and used. Students learn not only 
to break down and repair equipment, 
but they also use it underwater to handle 
lines and perform light salvage tech- 
niques. The students also use wrenches 
and other tools and cut and weld. The 
main idea is to get the student accli- 
mated to the new equipment to the 
point where gear is second nature; the 
job at hand becomes the challenge. 
This theme is repeated often: Diving is 
only the vehicle that gets you to the work 
site. 

The course at Diver's Academy of the 
Eastern Seaboard includes a total of 420 
hours of instruction. This is broken into 
about 180 hours of classroom instruction 
and about 240 hours of practical in- 
struction. The diver will average more 
than 50 dives during this period, all car- 
ried out under the supervision of one of 
the training instructors. The divers not in 
the water act as tenders and support

personnel for their classmates, so wait- 
ing time is devoted to learning topside 
skills that enhance the marketability of 
the diver. 

The training instructors draw on a 
wealth of personal professional dive ex- 
perience. Mike May, for example, has a 
Navy diving background that reaches 
back to 1964. He continued with the 
Navy as a dive instructor and trainer 
until he retired in 1980 to join the staff at 
Diver's Academy. Mike has also done a 
lot of commercial jobs, specializing in 
harbor and maintenance work. Harold 
Eikhorn, on the other hand, came up from 
the private sector of diving. Starting with 
a basic course in 1960, Harold contin- 
ued his dive education with a marine bi- 
ology degree, attended commercial 
diving school, and worked in Louisiana 
and Brazil as a commercial diver. He 
also has a lot of experience in surface 
support for mixed gas diving and satu- 
ration work. Dr..Walter M. Comiskey, a 
physician with a special interest in hy- 
perbaric medicine, conducts many of 
the physiology lectures. There are also 
other instructors the average class of 
10-14 students can call upon for assis- 
tance in any of the welding, salvage, or 
photographic projects in which they are 
involved. 

The program at Diver’s Academy is an 
intense, highly personalized one. Class 
size is small, and although students 
come from all over the U.S., everyone is 
soon friends as the work begins. Shar- 
ron Brown, office manager, reports that 
housing is available on a limited basis 
for out-of-town students. The school 
starts a new class every month, so 
classmates often learn from each other 
while studying together. The school has 
also recently earned its accreditation 
from the National Association of Trade 
and Technical Schools, making it only 
the second diving school in the country 
to do so. This N.A.T.T.S. accreditation 
should pave the way for students to ob- 
tain funding from various sources for tui- 
tion.

The barque New Brunswick, which 
sank 122 years ago, has been located in 
Lake Erie by special scanning sonar 
equipment. The 128 foot vessel was car- 
rying a cargo of black walnut lumber. 

Jim Kennard, an electronics engineer 
from Fairport, NY, located the wreck 
using a sophisticated sidescan sonar. 
He designed and built it with the addition 
of a special sensor called a “‘towfish,” de- 





veloped by Klein Asséciates of Salem, 
NH. When towed behind the boat the 
towfish bounces sonic impulses off the 
bottom, giving a printed image of every- 
thing lying on the bottormof the lake. Ken- 
nard, who has located over 100 ship- 
wrecks over the years, was part of an ex- 
pedition team put together by Mike Dilts 
of Lambeth, Ontario, owner of Saugeen 
Exploration and Salvage. Dilts owns the 
salvage rights to the New Brunswick.>3» 


QUEEN CONCH 


Dr. Edwin S. Iversen, professor of ma- 
rine biology at the University of Miami's 
Rosenstiel School of Marine and Atmos- 
pheric Science, and Dr. Scott E. Siddall, 
research associate at the school, are de- 
veloping techniques for mass-rearing 
queen conch (Strombus gigas), a mol- 
lusk prized by Bahamian and Caribbean 
islanders and shell collectors. 

Researchers in marine laboratories of 
the region have been studying the biol- 
ogy of the species to determine how to 
propagate it in large numbers. In Vene- 
zuela in the early 70's and more recently 
in Turks and Caicos, individual conch lar- 
vae were brought through metamorpho- 
sis, changing from larvae to juveniles in 
the laboratory, but problems arose when 
attempts were made to produce juven- 
iles in large numbers. 

A year ago, the Wallace Groves Aqua- 
culture Foundation of the Bahamas insti- 
tuted a two-pronged attack on the prob- 
lem with Drs. lversen and Siddall at the 
Rosenstiel School. The school pio- 
neered studies 15 years ago that have 
led to mass culture of shrimp (Penaeus 
Quorarum). 

The work of Drs. Siddall and Iversen in- 
dicates that soon it will be possible to 
produce great numbers of young conchs 
in a hatchery and raise them to market- 
able size in shallow-water pens or re- 
lease them to restock severely depleted 
natural populations. =

on which work is to be done. Study these 
drawings thoroughly to become familiar 
with all external fittings, openings, in- 
takes, outlets from pumps, nature and lo- 
cation of all propellers, thrusters, rud- 
der(s), cathodic protection systems and 
anything else that might affect the safety 
of the diver or performance of the work. 

The supervisor of the dive operation 
should, before allowing the diver to work 
in the water, contact the master of the 
vessel (or the duty officer if the master is 
not on board) and make him aware of the 
fact that a diver is about to start work on 
the underwater part of the hull. Ask him to 
designate a responsible person in the 
engineering department, either the chief 
engineer or one of his assistants, to see 
to the safety of the diver while he is in the 
water. All systems that, when operated, 
might be capable of causing injury to the 
diver should be tagged out, Do Not Op- 
erate — Diver /n The Water. Equipment to 
be tagged should include propulsion 
equipment (shaft and propeller), steering 
equipment, (rudder), various suction and 
discharge pumps, impressed current 
type cathodic protection systems and, if 
on military ships having very powerful 
sonar systems, the control for those. Go 
over all these with the engineer, discuss 
these and any other potentially hazard- 
Ous sources and tag them appropriately. 

The duty officer should have hoisted 
the appropriate visual signal, code pen- 
nant Alpha, or other signal from the Inter- 
national Code of Signal book, warning all 
ships and boats in the area to keep well 
clear and to pass at slow rate of speed. 
Small boats servicing the larger vessel 
should not be permitted to operate while 
hull cleaning is in progress. 

When the above has been accom- 
plished the diver can proceed with the 
work. Intakes, even relatively small ones, 
when in operation, are potentially haz- 
ardous because they exert enough suc- 
tion (when added to the pressure of the 
water at depth) to cause suffocation 
when a diver is pulled against them. 


HULL SCRUBBING MACHINES 

The primary purpose of the hull clean- 
ing equipment is to mechanically remove 
marine growth and to rejuvenate existing 
anti-fouling paint by removing the deter- 
iorating outer layers. Large, multibrush 
units are used to clean most of the hull 
with smaller, single brush rigs used on 
propellers, shafts and other small 
areas. 

There are several brands, and even 
more sizes, of hull cleaning machines in 
use. Some of these are air driven, some 
are hydraulic, and some are electro-hy-

draulic. All, when properly operated, are 
basically self-propelled and the diver 


serves primarily to control the on/off. 


mechanism and to steer the machine 
along the hull. Both diver and scrubbing 
unit are neutrally buoyant or, when work- 
ing along the flat bottom, a few pounds 
positive. The design of all brush systems 
is such that they will be held tightly 
against the hull when in operation by the 
suction of the water. , 

The Aquaclean, sold by George Wil- 
son of Underwater Tools and Engineer- 
ing, Orange, California, is an air driven 
unit requiring about 100 cfm of air at 100 
psi pressure over bottom pressure. It is a 
single brush machine and is suitable for 
cleaning hulls with all stages of fouling. 

Sub Enterprises, Inc. makes a unit (in 
three sizes), the Hydro Brush, that is 
small, hydraulically powered, handheld 
and good for all stages of fouling. This 
company also makes the Brush Sub 
which reportedly works best on Stage | 
and Stage II fouling. The Brush Sub re- 
quires a hydraulic power pack of about 
1500-2000 psi pressure. It is a large, 
heavy (out of the water) unit which the 
diver rides while manipulating the 
controls. 

Another hydraulically. operated ma- 
chine is a six foot diameter multi-brush 
unit having three or more brushes in the 
scrubbing unit. This unit, called Scamp, 
is owned by Seaward Marine who has 
all North American rights to the equip- 
ment. The popular Scamp machine 
(made by Winn in Scotland) works well 
on all stages of fouling. This unit is elec- 
tro-hydraulically operated. Scamp also 
has hydraulic steering. It is a large unit, 
weighing about 1500 pounds out of the 
water but has about seven pounds posi- 
tive buoyancy in the water. 

Brushes for these machines are report- 
edly interchangeable but do require 
some modification. Brushes are made of 
several materials including polypropy- 
lene, bristle and wire of various stiffness 
and size. Experienced divers recom- 
mend using the softest brush. that will 
clean the fouled hull. Primarily, this is to 
reduce to a minimum the damage to the 
painted surface of the hull. 


CLEANING TECHNIQUE 

The basic technique of operating a hull 
cleaning brush, whether driven hydraul- 
ically or by air, is quite similar to that of 
operating a conventional, large size, floor 
polishing machine. To become familiar 
with the feel of hull scrubbing machines, 
practice with a large floor polishing ma- 
chine — topside naturally. Learn what a 
rotating brush will do with various de- 
grees of canting or tilting, with various 
degrees of pressure and with different

operating speeds. Slope or cant the 
brush at various angles and with differ- 
ent pressures on flat, curved, smooth 
and rough surfaces. Note the differences 
in handling. Also, be aware that a circular 
brush when canted cleans only a part of 
its total diameter. The actual amount 
cleaned depends on the tilt of the brush. 

After all safety precautions have been 
taken, clean as much of the hull as possi- 
ble with the brush. In order of priority 
when cleaning time is limited, clean the 
propeller, then the forepart of the hull 
(from the bow to the run-of-the-hull) the 
stern area from the water line to the keel, 
the sides and finally the bottom. 

Start cleaning an assigned area in the 
forward part, preferably from the bottom 
of the hull up toward the water line, and 
work in a fore and aft direction. Each 
pass with the brush should just overlap 
the previously cleaned section. Use the 
torque of the machine to pull both you 
and the machine along the cleaning 
path. The machine will perform about 80 
percent of the work with the diver doing 
the other 20 percent, primarily in steering 
and controlling the power to the ma- 
chine. Do not over cant (tip) the machine. 
To do so causes the brush to burn off 
paint or the edge of the machine to 
gouge into the paint. 

Clean all of the hull that is possible 
with the large, multibrush unit. The bal- 
ance must be cleaned either by smaller 
single brush units or by hand. Usually it 
is best to hand clean around intake and 
discharge strainers (with pumps down), 
any cathodic protection systems, and 
some sonar transducers (check with ves- 
sel’s engineering department for trans- 
ducer cleaning recommendations). 
Zincs used by ships for some of their ca- 
thodic protection can be cleaned with 
machines. A high pressure water lance 
can be used to effectively remove fouling 
organisms for about six feet into water in- 
takes and outlets. 


JOB POSSIBILITIES/PRICES 
_ The primary market for the hull clean- 
ing of ocean going vessels is probably in 
military vessels (including the hulls of 
submarines), tanker fleets and some of 
the faster merchant vessels. Also, many 
of the larger fishing fleet vessels have 
found it profitable to clean their hulls rath- 
er than drydock so frequently. Some 
smaller boats that must operate day-af- 
ter-day with almost no chance for dry- 
docking, such as those catering to the 
tourist trade in coastal and harbor tours, 
are good candidates for a hull cleaning 
company. 

Prices charged depend on many fac- 
tors such as: cost of equipment; rate of 
depreciation; cost of wages for divers

and support personnel: cost of operating 
the equipment used (trucks, communi- 
cation gear, dive platform — boat, 
barge, or truck mounted equipment 
working from a dock — dive gear and 
scrubbing equipment); cost of office (ad- 
vertising, clerical, bookkeeping, and in- 
surance — liability and workman's com- 
pensation insurance are both very high 
when working underwater). These costs 
must be balanced against the amount of 
work you, aS a diver, can perform in a 
day; or that the dive team together can 
perform. 

As with any other dive operation — 
perhaps more than in most — this type 
business or operation must be carefully 
planned if it is to succeed. Consult with 
an accountant and an attorney to deter- 
mine the best type of business to estab- 
lish. Have the accountant help balance 
potential costs of everything with income 
you must generate to be successful. Sur- 
vey the market potential for hull cleaning 
within the areas you can economically 
work. 

A lot of divers and businesses _ per- 
forming hull cleaning are successful. A 
lot of others have failed. Plan carefully, 
work efficiently and safely, do a good job 
and charge a fair price for your work — 
and for a fair profit — and this type opera- 
tion should be successful. =»
